Faubus Says He Will 
Act at Once on Plan 
to Reopen Four High 
Schools to White Stu- 
dents Only.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept. 
27— Residents of the Little 
Rock School District voted 
overwhelmingly against racial 
integration of its schools today. 


Complete returns showed 
7565 votes for integration and 
19,470 against. 

Gov. Orval E. Faubus, at 
Fayetteville, said of the result: 
“The issue was made very clear 
in the minds of the people and 
they have made the decision.” 

He is expected to act Mon- 
day, or soon thereafter, to set 
in motion a plan to reopen the 
four Little Rock high schools 
to white students only, in de- 
fiance of the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

A regional representative of 
the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People, Clarence Laws, said: 
“IT seriously doubt that the 
election today had any legality. 
I certainly know of no prece- 
dent where a community de- 
cided to determine by election 
whether or not it would comply 
with a clear mandate from the 
Supreme Court.” 

Schools Could Be Ready. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Virgil T. Blossom said there 
Was nto reason, from an in- 
structional or administrative 
standpoint, why schools could 
not start Monday, or at least 
early in the week. 

Hours before the 6:30 p.m. 
closing time for the polling 
places, the previous record for 
a school election had been bro- 
ken. It appeared that the vote 
at the primary election last 
July 29 might be exceeded. 
There were no reports of vio- 
lence, and minor disturbances 
were extraordinarily few. 

' A Negro, James Howard, ac- 
companied by his wife, Alice, 
who cafried an 18-month-old 
child in her arms and held the 
hand of a 3-year-old daughter, 
marched in front of the Hall 


High School polling place as 


Fifth Ward voters cast their 
ballots. Howard carried a large 
sign reading, “Please Vote for 
Integration to Help Us Have 
Equality.” 

Private School Pian. 

Gov. Faubus and segrega- 
tionist groups hope to open the 
four high schools closed by the 
Governor as private, segregat- 
ed institutions. This would cir- 
cumvent. federal court orders 
to operate Central High School 
under an approved plan of in- 
tegration which would permit 
admittance of seven ‘Negroes. 

The law under which the 
election was held provides that 
schools shall be integrated 
only if a majority of the “quali- 
fied electors” approve. The ef- 
fect is to count each voter who 
stays at home as against inte- 
gration. 

The group favoring integra- 
tion doubted the constitutional- 
ity of such a provision and 
planned to challenge it. 

There are 41,456 holders of 
poll tax receipts in Little Rock 
and adjoining Cammack Vil- 
lage, which is included in the 
Little Rock School District. 
The boundaries are not exactly 
coincidental, however. Mrs. L. 
C. Bates of Little Rock, Arkan- 
sas National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple president, estimated about 
8000 Negro voters were quali-

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HURRICANE HITS CAROLINA 
COAST, DAMAGE IS HEAVY 


Storm With 135-m.p.h Winds Parallels 
Shore—Expected to Move Out to 


Sea—Marine Base Battered 


WILMINGTON, NC., Sept. 
27 (AP)—Winds of 135 miles 
an hour, 25-foot waves and 
torrential rains of hurricane 
Helene broke across North 


Carolina’s coast today and 
wrought widespread damage. 
Never before had winds so 
strong been recorded along this 
coast. 

The storm moved northward 
along the Carolinas all day. It 
shattered shipping installations, 
gouged out beaches and shat- 
tered buildings and houses al- 
though the eye, or storm cen- 
ter, never touched the coast- 
line. There were a few minor 
injuries. 

In late afternoon and early 
evening the storm’s destruc- 
tive course lay northeastward, 
still paralleling the North Car- 
olina coast as it, too, swings to 
northeastward to its eastern 
extremity—Cape Hatteras, “the 
graveyard of the Atlantic.” 

Highway Patrol Capt. C. R. 
Williams estimated Wilming- 
ton’s damage at $1,000,000. 


Police estimated dwelling dam- 
ages at nearby Wrightsville 
Beach at about $300,000. 

The Weather Bureau located 
the hurricane center 45 miles 
southwest of Cape Hatteras. It 
was moving toward the north- 
east at about 17 miles an hour. 

Hurricane emergency warn- 
ings were displayed from Wilm- 
ington to Manteo, N.C., and all 
warnings came down ‘south of 
Wilmington. 

As the storm moved eastward 
toward the open sea, it hit 
Jacksonville, N.C., and the 
nearby Marine base, Camp 
Lejeune. Power was knocked 
out, trees blown down and 
houses damaged. 

Most people had moved off the 
eastern North Carolina beaches 
of Atlantic Beach, Salter Path, 
Emerald Isle and Money Island 
as they had all along the path 
of the storm. The wind reached 
60 miles on remote Ocracoke 
Island before power was turned 
off and communications broke.

The court clerk’s office 
said tonight: “The session 
will be part of the August 
special term, and the court 
will meet to dispose of the 
case for which that term, 
was called.” 

The court ruled on Sept. 
12 that racial integration 
must proceed immediately 
at Central High School in 
the Arkansas capital. Little 
Rock high schools’ since 
have been closed on the 
order of Gov. Orval Faubus. 

Communities and judges 
grappling with school inte- 
gration problems have 
looked to the court’s opin- 
ion to spell out more pre- 
cisely what it meant by say- 
ing in 1955 that segregation 
in the public schools must 
be abandoned “with all de- 
liberate speed.” ?

A total of 
40,000,000 copies will be dis- 
tributed throughout the coun- 
try. 

The illustrated booklet, pub- 
lished by the federal agency, 
gives simple directions on what 
to do in emergencies ranging 
from floods and tornadoes to 
nuclear attacks. 

Points emphasized are family 
preparations for disaster, warn- 
ing signals, use of the Conelrad 
system of emergency broad- 
casting, fallout protection and 
community plans.

GOV. BLAR SEEK 
SEARCH, SEURE 
PATROL POWERS 


He Will Ask Lifting of 
Curbs—How Limited 
Rights Handicap 
State Officers.

Gov. James T. Blair will ask 
the Missouri Legislature next 
January to grant unrestricted 
search and seizure powers to 


the State Highway Patrol, he 
told the Post-Dispatch yester- 


y. 

The Governor, who has or- 
dered the patrol to “run 
gambling out of the state,” de- 
clared the troopers must be 


so they “can effectively stamp 
out crime in Missouri wherever 
found.” 

He reported state troopers 
have gathered considerable in- 
formation about gambling and 
illegal liquor sales in Jeffer- 
son county, but they have been 
unable to act effectively be- 
cause their power of search 
and seizure is limited under the 
present law to the “public 
roads,” 

If the patrol raids a hide- 
away gambling casino or a tav- 
ern making illegal liquor sales, 
its officers must be accompan- 
ied by the local sheriff or po- 
lice official, who has the power 
to seize evidence. 

An example of how the state 
patrol is powerless to act un- 
der its present legal restric- 
tions occurred recently at the 
Lake Holiday resort in Jeffer- 
son county where, the Post- 
Dispatch disclosed, gambling 
was being conducted by Wil- 
liam (Dutch) Meese, leading 
Jefferson county gambler. 


Several weeks ago, a state 
highway patrolman in plain 
clothes visited the Lake 
Holiday resort on a Sunday 
and found hard liquor being 
served to customers, he said. 
The, place was licensed only 
for the sale of 3.2 per cent 
beer. 

The patrolman could have 
made arrests, but he had no 
authority te seize the liquor 
as evidence. To do this, he 
would have had to get Sher- 
iff Leo Church of Jefferson 
county or one of his deputies. 
The patrolman said _ that 
would have been “useless,” 
because he knew several of 
the customers being served 
were Church’s “special depu- 
ties.” 

Because of instances such as 
this, Gov. Blair will make his 
second request to the Lezgisla- 
ture to give state troopers the 
right to search for and seize 
evidence when making arrests. 
His first attempt, at the special 
session this spring, was blocked 
by the vigorous high-pressure 
lobbying activities of many 
county sheriffs who oppose ex- 
tension of the patrol’s au- 
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armed with full police powers |

Saw Him Out of Jail.

Dominic Castino, Crystal City 
gambler, was a familiar figure 
on the streets of Crystal City 
and Fredericktown in 1956 
when he was supposed to be 
serving a year in the Madison 
county jail at Fredericktown 
for gambling, the Post - Dis- 
patch was told yesterday. 


Castino was one of the op- 
erators of the gambling games 
at Club Samara at Crystal City 
in recent weeks. Jefferson 
County Magistrate H. Glenn 
Weber, who formerly owned 
the property, still has a finan- 
cial interest in it, the Post-Dis- 
patch disclosed. 

The supposedly imprisoned 
gambler was seen frequently in 
public places in Fredericktown 
and Crystal City in 1956. One 
of those who reported seeing 
him was Earl Saunders, then 
Jefferson county prosecuting 
attorney, who had obtained the 
gambling conviction. 


Calis His Assistant. 


Saunders telephoned his for- 
mer assistant, Irvin D. Emer- 
son, now a Hillsboro attorney, 
to inquire: “What's the use of 
putting Castino in jail when 
they let him out?” Emerson 
told a reporter. 

Emerson quoted Saunders as 
saying he had seen Castino on 
the streets of Festus and Crys- 
tal. City, 50 miles north of 
Fredericktown, where Castino 
should have been in jail. Saun- 
ders, whose term in office ex- 
pired Dec. 30, 1955, is now in 
government service at Wash- 
ington. 

Castino was convicted in De- 
cember 1954 on a charge of 
setting up a gaming device. 
This followed a raid on a ca- 
sino at Springdale Park, near 
Fenton, in Jefferson county. 
The trial was held at Frederick- 
town, in Madison county, on a 
change of venue from Jeffer- 
son county requested by Cas- 
tino. He then lost an appeal 
of the conviction to the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court. 

Records at 
show Castino entered the jail 
Jan. 5, 1956, to serve one full 
year. The then sheriff, Win- 
fred McDaniel, Fredericktown 
restaurant operator, told a re- 
porter last week Castino was 
“a nice guy, I could trust him 
anywhere.” He described the 
gambler as a “model prisoner” 
and said he made him a jail 
trusty. The former sheriff ad- 
mitted that he sent his prize 
prisoner “on outside errands,” 
but insisted Castino spent every 
night in jail. 

Motion by Prosecutor. 


Prosecuting Attorney W. H. 
Stewart O’Brien, who succeed- 
ed Saunders in Jefferson 
county, filed a motion with the 
circuit clerk at Fredericktown 
requesting Castino’s transfer to 
either the Jefferson county or 
St. Francois county jails. The 
motion, filed May 2, 1956, said 
Castino “has been seen loiter- 
ing in various places in Jeffer- 
son county.” 

Circuit Judge Benson C. 
Tomlinson questioned Sheriff 
McDaniel about the motion, 
Son judge told a reporter. He 

uoted the former sheriff as 
having assured him Castino 
had been “in jail all the time.” 
Judge Tomlinson added that 
O’Brien did not press his re- 
quest, and the motion was 
dropped. 

Judge Tomlinson said that 
McDaniel repeatedly asked him 
to parole Castino. The requests, 
he added, “started almost as 
one as Castino was put in 
ail.”

as chief presidential assistant. 

The appointment, announced 
by White House press secre- 
tary James C. Hagerty, fol- 
lowed by six days the resigna- 
tion of Adams, who quit under 
fire following disclosure he 
had interceded at federal agen- 
cies for his friend, Bernard 
Goldfine. 

Has Been Deputy Assistant. 

Persons, 62 years old, has 
been serving as deputy assist- 
ant to the President since Sept. 
5, 1953, directly under Adams, 
His duties were principally 
liaison with Congress, a type 
of work he had done earlier 
for the Army and Department 
of Defense. 

Also announced this morn- 
ing was the appointment of 
Bryce N. Harlow, until now a 
special assistant to Persons for 
congressional affairs, to be 
deputy assistant to the Presi- 
dent for congressional affairs. 
That is a new. title. 

Hagerty said Mr. Eisen- 
hower planned to appoint at 
some later date a deputy and 
immediate assistant to Per- 
sons. It had already been an- 
nounced that Robert Merriam, 
former Assistant Budget Di- 
rector, had been named deputy 
assistant to the President for 
interdepartmental affairs. 

Persons will receive $22,500 
a year, compared with his 
present salary of $21,700. Har- 
low and Merriam each will re- 
ceive $21,000. 

Title Same as Adams’s. 

The White House said Per- 
sons’s title would be “the as- 
sistant to the President,” the 
same one held by Adams. As 
was promised in the retiring 
chief’s nationwide television 
appearance, Adams will stay 
on until an orderly transition 
has been made. 

Hagerty said Persons would 
take over all of Adams’s duties.

The United States, he said, 
seeks a peaceful solution, 

“Our NATO partners have a 
natural concern that the Unit- 
ed States should not become so 
involved in Asia that its con- 
tribution to NATO. strength 
would be impaired,” Dulles 
said. “We do. not expect that 
to happen. 


Cites Need For Unity. 


The Secretary’s speech was 
an exposition of the need for 
co-operation to effect collec- 
tive security. He said at one 
point: 

“No single nation can be 
truly independent and the mas- 
ter of its own destiny if it 
stands alone against the mas- 
sive menace of 900,000,000 peo- 
ple and their military and 
nomic resources, solidified by 
international communism into 
a monolithic aggressive force 
dedicated to world domina- 
tion.” 

Dulles said that the United 
States and Britain had dis- 
cussed in the NATO council 
this country’s policies in re- 
gard to Formosa and the Que- 
moy and Matsu islands that lie 
in the shadow of the China 
mainland. 

He did not give the British 
reaction, however. Prime Min- 
ister Macmillan has refused a 
request by the opposition La- 
bor party that he state pub- 
licly Britain would not join the 
United States in a war over 
Quemoy. The Labor party is 
strongly opposed to a war over 
Quemoy, holding its defense is 
not relevant to that of For- 
mosa more than 100 miles 
away. 

Hostilities Could Spread. 

Such eouncil presentations, 
Dulles said, “are not designed 
to enlarge the treaty area 
which the members are bound 
to defend. They result from 
recognition of the fact - that 
misunderstandings anywhere 
impair co-operation in the 
treaty area. Also, we know 
that hostilities anywhere could 
spread and quickly affect the 
treaty area.” 

This is true, Dulles went on, 
despite the fact that the pres- 
ent effort “to destroy the ba- 
sic principles on which NATO 
is founded” is now concentrat- 
ed “at a point geographically 
on the other side of the world, 
and at a point where the Com- 
munists judge 
most likely.” 
Dulles told the association 
delegates that “in Formosa and 
the Formosa straits the Chi- 
nese Communists with Soviet 
backing seek by force to en- 
large the area of their control 
and threaten to ‘expel’ the 
United States from Formosa, 
which is covered by a collective 
security treaty.” 

Hinges on U.S. Aims. 
Continuing, he said that the 
immunity from aggression of 
the NATO area depends large- 
ly on what the Soviet leaders 
consider to be the will of the 
United States, that is, whether 
the United States is willing to 
defend territory other than its 
own in support of collective se- 
curity. 

Referring to the recent 
“abusive” letter of Soviet Pre- 
mier Khrushchev, which de- 
manded that the United States 
get out of the Formosa area 
and which President Eisen- 
hower rejected, Dulles said: 
“If the United States should 
give in to that arrogant de- 
mand in Asia the consequences 
would be felt in western 
Europe.” 

Despite its remoteness, from 
Europe, Dulles said, the prin- 
ciples at stake in the Formosa

Uncertainty in Algeria. 

Only in Algeria, where a 
bloody nationalist rebellion has 
xaged for four years, do voters 
lack a clear choice. There, the 
referendum has been in process 
#ince Friday under the eyes 
of helmeted soldiers. Regard- 
dess of how the Algerians vote 
doubts will remain. The new 
constitution makes no. clear 
provisions for Algeria’s future. 

In France itself, indications 
are that De Gaulle will win 
overwhelming approval for his 
constitution. De Gaulle’s only 
real opposition has come from 
the Communists, who charge 
him with dictatorial ambitions, 
and the Algerian nationalists, 
who have waged a campaign 
of terror in Algeria and France. 
The terror campaign extended 
te the eve of the voting, with 
indiscriminate shootings, bomb- 
ings and sabotage attempts, and 
worse threatened on election 


day. 
Even in black Africa the 
likelihood is that most of 


France's holdings will spurn 
illusive independence and ac- 
cept membership in a new 
rench community which of- 
fers economic help and the 
ehoice of freedom later. 

(' Seme Territories in Doubt. 

De Gaulle’s dramatic trip 
through Africa during the cam- 
paign, and his promise of in- 
dependence now or later, cast 
such a spell that only Madagas- 
car, French Guinea and Niger 
are in doubt. In Guinea fiery 
nationalist Premier Sekou 
Toure, with a firm hold on his 
largely illiterate following, has 
already pledged to celebrate 
Sept. 28 as independence day. 
But in Madagascar and Niger 
.(in French West Africa), De 
‘Gaulle may still win the day. 

The results will begin to 
come in tomorrow night, The 
vote in Algeria will start to 
come in at the same time.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept. 
27 (AP)—A Negro sergeant said 
yesterday he might ask for a 
transfer from Little Rock Air 
Force Base because his daugh- 
ter was refused admittance to 
a newly built county school. 

The 342-pupil school, adja- 
cent to the air base, was built 
with federal and county funds, 
primarily for use of children 
of base personnel. 

Sgt. James R. Dallas of Little 
Rock said school officials 
would not permit his daughter 
Algerita, 7 years old, to enroll 
in the second grade. 

Supt. E. F. Dunn said the 
Dallasses sought to enroll their 
daughter in the new school 
Tuesday, and he told them that 
she could attend the Pdlask 
County Training School, a 
school for Negroes about eight 
miles from the base. 

Dunn said both schools had 
been built with federal money. 

“To my knowledge, there are 
only two Negro families on the 
base with school age children,” 
Dunn said. He added that the 
other air base Negro child was 
attending the training school 
but the. Dallas girl “just 
wouldn't go.” 

Several weeks ago the Air 
Force said it was going along 
with the policies of the Pulaski 
County School Board, in the 
same manner it followed cus- 
toms of other areas where mili- 
tary installations are located. 


15 LATIN AMERICAN 
NATIONS TO LIMIT

WASHINGTON Sept. 27 
(UPI) — 15 Latin American 
countries signed a one-year 
agreement today to limit ex- 
ports of coffee in order to 
stabilize its price, 

The agreement was not ex- 
pected to boost prices to the 
United States consumer. 

Signing of the agreement 
marked the first time that all 
of the Western Hemisphere's 
coffee producers have worked 
quanta to stabilize the mar- 

et. 

The agreement was reached 
at a meeting of an interna- 
tional coffee study group pre- 
sided over by United States As- 
sistant Secretary of State 
Thomas C, Mann. 

The pact was designed to 
prevent a drop in prices be- 
cause of surplus production.

CAIRO, Sept, 27 (UPI) — 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
tonight proclaimed a state of 
emergency in the United Arab 
Repubdlic,:.*.-". - 

No reason Was given for the 
decree. It was announced by 
the semi-official Middle East, 
News Agency .and later con- 
firmed by the government in- 
formation department. 

Nasser also extended his 
land reform scheme, which 
takes from the rich and gives 
to the poor, to the Syrian re- 
gion of the U.A.R. It was 
Nasser’s most far-reaching proj- 
ect in Syria since Syria joined 
with Egypt in February to es- 
tablish the U.A.R. 

The Middle East News 
Ageney made this brief an- 
nouncement: 

“The president of the repub- 
lic promulgated a law concern- 
ing a state of emergency in 
the United Arab Republic, 
substituting for the legislative 
decree promulgated in 1949 in 
the Syrian region and the law 
promulgated in 1954 in the 
Egyptian region. He (the presi- 
dent) also issued a decree pro- 
claiming a state of emergency.” 

The government information 
department would make no 
comment on the announcement 
other than to confirm it. 


“Routine Amendment” 

Informed sources said later 
it was a “routine amendment 
to the law, without signifi- 
eance.” They offered no other 
explanation. 

Cairo’s regular news broad- 
casts did not mention the state 
of emergency. 

(The Associated Press said 
that Egyptian officials noted 
the same action was taken at 
the time of the Egyptian land 
reform in 1952 and that. it was 
taken now in connection with 
the new Syrian land program. 
Egypt was put under a formal 
state of emergency at the time 
of the French-British invasion 
of Suez in 1956 and it never 
has been lifted.) 

There have been reports that 
Nasser has been dissatisified 
with the administrative setup in 
the two regions of the UA.R 
and that he planned a reorgani- 
zation of the government. 

There was no immediate in- 
dictation as to whether the 
state of emergency had any 
connection with the reported 
reorganization. Nasser was said 
to be anxious to tighten control 
over the Syrian region, sepa- 
rated from Egypt by Israel and 
Jordan. 

The land reform being ex- 
tended to Syria followed the 
same lines as the Egyptian 
agrarian reform program, en- 
acted shortly after the 1952 
revolution which raised Nasser 
to power. The Egyptian law 
limited land ownership to 200 
acres per person.

Residents of thd Normandy

8001 Natural Bridge road, 
Bellerive Village. Polling places 
in the elementary schools of 
the district will be open from 
6 a.m. until 7 p.m. 


Under an agreement execut- 
between the Normandy 
School Board and club offi- 
cials, the school district would 
pay $600,000 for the property. 
The $25,000 balance of the pro- 
posed bond issue would be 
used to cover legal advertising, 
election costs, legal expenses 
and minor alterations to the 
club buildings to adapt them to 
school purposes, the board an- 
nounced. 
Junior College Use. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Ward E. Barnes said that if the 
voters approve the bond issue, 
the school board “definitely in- 
tends” to establish a junior 
college on the grounds, if the 
voters approve such use at 
another election in “threé or 
four years.” 

The school board has been 
criticized by some residents on 
the grounds it had failed to 
state specifically what it in- 
tends to do with the site. A 
two-thirds majority vote is re- 
quired for approval of the 
bond issue. 

In Jennings, voters will bal- 
lot on a proposal to issue $300,- 
000 in bonds for construction 
of a city hall on the southwest 
corner of Jennings road and 
Hord avenue. A proposal to 
issue $315,000 in bonds for this 
purpose was defeated last May. 

Polls will be open from 6 
a.m. until 7 p.m. A two-thirds 
majority vote is required for 
approval of the proposal. Jen- 
nings city offices now are in 
rented quarters at 6518 West 
Florissant avenue.

(AP)—A Congressional atomic 
delegation said today the Rus- 
sians apparently have more 
important nuclear advances in 
store than the big atomic power 
plant they disclosed at the 
Geneva atomic conference. 

The Russian announcement 
of a 100,000-kilowatt plant in 
Siberia, apparently capable of 
producing plutonium for weap- 
ons as well as electric power, 
made a sensation at the con- 
ference earlier this month on 
peaceful uses of the atom. 

But a report on the observa- 
tions of the United States Con- 
gressional delegation com- 
mented that the Russian sur- 
prise “has not impressed 
technical personnel as being a 
significant technical develop- 
ment in the reactor develop- 
ment field, except for the fac- 
tor of size.” Indications were 
that the plant is a scaled up 
version of an earlier 5000- 
kilowatt producer. 

However, the Senate-House 
Atomic Energy Committee, in 
a report summarizing observa- 
tions of members and staff 
technicians who srended the 
meeting, also said:

U.S, LEBANON 
AGREE ON TROOP 
WITHDRAWAL 


BEIRUT, Sept. 27 (UPD — 


“complete agreement” with the 
new government of Lebanon 
today on general withdrawal 
of American troops. 


Details were not disclosed 
but there was no indication 
of a change in the Oct. 17 
target date, cited by a usually 
reliable military source two 
days ago. 

United States Ambassador 
Robert McClintock and armed 
forces commander Adm. James 
L. Holloway discussed the situ- 
ation with Premier Rashid 
Karami. It was the first for- 
mal meeting they had had with 
him and both sides indicated 
it was most cordial. 
McClintock said afterward 
that he and Karami were in 
“complete agreement on both 
the timing and details of the 
evacuation.” 

Landed July 15. 
United States Marines first 
landed in Lebanon July 15 
at the request of former Presi- 
dent Camille Chamoun who 
was threatened with a full- 
scale rebellion. The size of 
United States forces built up 
to 14,2000 Aug. 11. Since then, 
three Marine battalions and 
400 soldiers have withdrawn, 
leaving about 9000 still here. 
In the meantime, Lebanon 
has changed its government by 
peaceful means. The new gov- 
ernment of President Fuad 
Chehab and Premier Karami 
took over Tuesday. 
McClontock said his and 
Holloway’s visit to Karami to- 
day was “a courtesy call to 
pay our respects and tell Kar- 
ami that we wanted to offer 
his government our full sup- 
port and help in achieving. his 
aims.” 

“There was no disagreement 
between the Prime Minister 
and ourselves or the Presi- 


Traffic moved freely in the 
Basta Moslem quarter today 
for the first time since the 
Lebanese insurrection began 
last spring. The last barricades 
were torn down, children 
played in the streets and there 
was no gunfire in the area. 
But the Christian Falangists 
kept their barricades up and 
continued their general strike.. 
The strike, plus a strict cur- 
few, has kept shops closed and 
little fresh food has come into 
the city in five days. 

Karami told United Press In- 
ternational he did not intend 
to bow to demands to include 
some of Chamoun’s supporters 
in the cabinet. He said that if 
the Falangists did not tear 
down their barricades the army 
would do it.

They claimed afterward that 
34 deputies in the 66-member 
parliament had pledged to vote 
no confidence in the Karami 
cabinet unless they got cabinet 
representation.

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-_— WHO'S WHO in the 
Gen. Win, Anti-Red War Hero, 
Fought for Burmese F reedom 


“One was Aung San, leader of 
ae, s independence 0 tha 
He was assassinated in 
iT, the year before Britain 
granted freedom to this south- 
east Asian country. 


The other is Gen. Ne Win, 


another hero of the inde- 
yaevlence movement and now 
commander-in-chief of Burma’s 
armed forces which seized cof- 
trol of the nation yesterday. 
Control Seized. 


Win, 48 years old, is widely 
known for his determination 
to keep the army out of poli- 
tics. He often has threatened 
to resign before allowing the 
military to run the govern- 
ment. 


Earlier this year Win said 
he would advocate military 
control only if the Burmese 
constitution were threatened. 
It is threatened now, the army 
said in seizing control to keep 
Communists from using a 
political party split to gain 
power, 

Win is a tough anti-Com- 
munist. His army has been 
fighti Burmese Communist 
guerrillas throughout the 10 
years of independence. Incur- 
sions by Chinese Communists 
along the 1500-mile berder 
with Red China have done 
much to harden Win’'s attitude 
ee foreign Communists 


Win was born in Prome, 
northwest of Rangoon, and 
came to the capital to attend 
university. He quit in 1930 
without a degree and became 
a post office clerk. Soon after 
he was swept up in the revo- 
lutionary movement of students 
and former students. 


Burmese Legend. 


With Aung San and 28 other 
youths, Win slipped out of 
Burma in 1941 and went to 
Japan, which was then preach- 
ing independence for Asians 
and training révolutionaries as 
a weapon against Britain and 
other colonial powers, After 
six months’ military training, 
he was sent to Bangkok, In 
the eapital of Thailand he 
helped recruit an army of ex- 
patriate Burmese to fight

alongside the Japanese in the 
invasion of Burma. 

In Bangkok the young revo- 
lutionaries allegedly pooled 
some of their blood in a silver 
bowl and pledged to win free- 
dom for Burma. This event 
has assumed almost legendary 
stature in Burmese history. 

Win had been born Shu 
Maung but at this time he 
joined the other young revolu- 
tionaries in changing his name. 
Ne Win means sun of glory 
general. ; 

The army turned coats 
toward the end of World War 
Il and was accepted by the 
British. Most of the other 
revolutionaries drifted into 
politics and other fields but 
Win stayed in the army. He 
became commander-in-chief in 
19498. 

Like the army he commands, 
Win learned most of his mili- 
tary techniques the hard way 
—in the jungles of his rugged 
country. The army traditions 
are British but in 1954 Win 
sent home a British training 
mission. 


Since then the United States, . 


Yugoslavia and Israel have 
contributed ideas and equip- 
ment to Burma’s armed forces. 
Win has visited the United 
States, where he talked with 
military leaders, and has in- 
spected army units in Red 
China.

Hammarskjold May Step In. 

Such a move might come in 
10 days or two weeks when 
futility of any mediation 
through the U.N. had been 
demonstrated. The conference 
might, however, be preceded 
by a visit to Peiping by U.N. 
Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold. Hammarskjold 
would not go as mediator, 
since the Communist Chinese 
have indicated they are most 
unlikely to accept him in this 
role, but in order to further 
the holding of a meeting of 
foreign ministers. 

Represented at such a meet- 
ing would in all probability be 
Red China, Russia, Britain, 
France, the United States and 
India The big question, of 
course, is whether Dulles 
would attend.

The exhibition was brought 
to St. Louis in three large 
moving vans, and a crew of 
technicians spent two weeks 
installing the show. It has trav- 
eled all over the United States 
since its opening at the Metro- 
politan Museum in New York 
two years ago. 


To see the original paintings 
in this exhibition would re- 
quire a journey of approxi- 
mately 15,000 miles, with visits 
to museums in England, France, 
Spain, Italy and Austria, as 
well as to 13 museums in 12 
American cities. 


The Sistine Chapel ceiling, 
done by Michelangelo nearly 
500 years ago, required four 
and a half years of work to 
cover the ceiling’s 10,000 
square feet with 343 colossal 
figures illustrating the Crea- 
tion, the Fall of Man and the 
Flood. 


To photograph the ceiling; 
Frank Lerner, Life photogra- 
pher, built a track through the 
entire length of the chapel, a 
distance of 133 feet, so that 
he could photograph sections 
from the same level on the 
same axis. 

Nine separate “shots” were 
made at regular distances along 
this “railway” and were pieced 
together to form a picture of 
the whole ceiling. 

The paintings in the exhibi- 
tion were enlarged from 8-by- 
10-inch color transparency neg- 
atives, separate sections of 
each negative being enlarged 
to scale and joined by trans- 
parent acetate butting tape. 

Each of the cases hous 
the paintings is lighted from be- 
hind by fluorescent tubes of 
different color and intensity 
according to the needs of the 
individual object. 

The exhibition, which will 
extend through Nov. 1, will be 
previewed at a reception 
Thursday evening for the 
Friends of the City Art Mu- 
seum, 


TERMS BRANCH-BANKING 
PLAN BAR TO MONOPOLY 


A banking monopoly would 
be impossible under the pro- 
posal for limited-area branch 
banking which will appear as 
Proposition 3 on the ballot at 
the Nov. 4 general election, a 
northeast Missouri banker said 
yesterday. 

Sam J. Ross, president of the 
Farmers and Merchants Bank 
of Memphis, Mo., said the pro- 
posed law would permit a bank 
to open branches only within 
the county of its main office.

Hence, he said, no 
bank could gain a monopoly of 
the banking or credit in the 
state.

Stable Peace 


Variety of Views Expressed in Discussions of Crisis. 
Over Formosa and Offshore Islands—Fight on | 
World Poverty, Settlement of Colonial Problems | 
Among the Other Questions Awaiting Action.

IKE so many stevedores handling a cargo of high explosives, the foreign 


ministers and other diplomats of 
United Nations General Assembly 
current issues in world affairs. 


This is known as the general debate. | 


It began last week and will continue for 
at least another week, but the giants 
have spoken—the United States, the So- 
viet Union, Britain and France—and so 
has a good sampling of the rest of the 
world. 

Their words have been cautious, for the 
most part, as these diplomats have rolled 
about the kegs of dynamite labeled “for- 
eign policy issues.” On careful reading 
however, their words have been plain 
enough, What do they add up to? 

If nothing else, they have defined the 
issues: A search for a stable world peace. 
A fight against world poverty. An at- 
tempt to achieve an orderly transition to 
self-rule and independence for the mil- 
lions now dependent or semi-dependent, 
under the rule of colonial powers. 

These three groups of problems are 
interrelated and most of the issues now 
confronting the world fall under these 
headings. At this particular moment, the 
search for a stable world peace is upper- 
most in the minds of the diplomats 
gathered here—for the obvious reason 
that world peace is so fearfully menaced 
in the Formosa area, off the coast of 
China. 

On this, as on other issues, the world 
is divided—not necessarily an unhealthy 
condition. The best and most democratic 
national parliaments also are divided and, 
given the proper conditions, wisdom and 

decision can arise out of the inter- 
play of opposing forces. 


Three Groups in Assembly. 


In the General Assembly, where 81 
nations are represented, there are at least 
three divisions—the United States to- 
gether with its friends and allies, the 
Soviet Union and its friends and allies, 
and those nations not finally committed 
to either camp. The third group of na- 
tions is growing. The United States can 
still command a majority on most issues, 
but it is a shrinking majority, and the 
issues must be chosen with some care in 
order to obtain it. The Soviet Union is in 
a distinct minority position on most 
issues. 

On the Formosa issue, the ability of 
the United States to command a majority 
of U.N. members is highly uncertain. 
This is particularly true since this issue 
now is presented to the world in the 
form of a proclaimed determination of 
the United States and the Chiang Kai- 
shek government to defend not only For- 
mosa, but, by implication, the small 
islands of Quemoy and Matsu. Russia 
backs Red China, which is not a member 
of the U.N. 

Out of the general debate it is in- 
teresting to note these views of the off- 
shore islands issue: 

Russia—‘“China is not alone. It has true 
allies who are ready to beat off the 
aggressor by joint efforts and the Soviet 
Union is among these allies.” 

The United States—“The issue is a sim- 
ple one, (Red Chinese) armed conquest . . 

Britain—‘‘The whole international com- 
munity should join in insisting that this 
matter should not be settled by force.” 

France—‘“France, for her part, has no 
formal obligation in this area.” 

Denmark—‘“It would have been of con- 
siderable advantage if the conflicting 
views had been represented here. China 
should be represented in the United 
Nations by the Peiping Government.” 

Burma—“I have dealt briefly... with 
the imperative need for the United States 
to re-examine and re-appraise its Far 
Eastern policy—it is a matter for regret 
that the United States allowed Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek not only to cling 
to the off-shore islands, which have no 
value for the defense of Formosa, but 
to fortify them and to reinforce them 
until one-third of the Nationalist troops 
are now stationed there. Of course my 
delegation is distressed at the employ- 
ment of force by (Red) China.” 

Cambodia—“We think that truth is not 
the property of any one system...the 
Communist Chinese, on their side, told me 
when I was recently in|Peiping that only 
the problem of Taiwan (Formosa) separat- 
ed them and the Americans and if this 
problem is settled, nothing could prevent 
them from becoming friends of the 
United Sta

Disarmament Commission, as now ¢con- 
stituted, and Red China, with the world’s 
reservoir of military manpower, 
is not invited. Here it is evident that the 
foreign ministers hope that the formula 
~—Of agreement by technical experts— 
which was used to devise inspection for 
a stoppage of nuclear weapons tests also 
can be applied to devising a system for 
inspection against surprise attack, antl 
that this in turn may pave the way for 
real disarmament. 

Though it went largely unremarked at 
the time, a great many words in the 
presentation by United States Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles were devoted 
to economic development. Due largely to 
population increases, the poor of the 
world are still getting poorer, despite 
various programs to assist in the eco- 
nomic development of the underdeveloped 
areas. 

Dulles outlined a whole series of pos- 
sibilities for increasing the effort against 
poverty: “The United States,” he said, 
“believes the time has come for the na- 
tions of the world to take stock of accom- 
plishments to date and to chart anew 
long-term courses of co-operative action. 
We propose that the nations dedicate the 
year 1959 to, these purposes.” 

Andrei A. Gromyko, Russian foreign 
minister, proposed a reduction of the 
military budgets of the Soviet Union, the 
United States, Britain and France “and 
to assign a certain share of resources thus 
saved to aid underdeveloped countries.” 

There was a certain vagueness in both 
the American and the Russian proposals, 
but more will be heard of each, later. 

Such explosive issues as Cyprus and 
Algeria entered the general debate, and 
will be discussed in detail and no doubt 
with some heat, later. The most interest- 
ing exchange on colonial issues, however, 
occurred inadvertently when Ghana’s 
statement happened to fall just ahead of 
that given by the foreign minister of the 
Union of South Africa, Eric H. Louw. 


Challenge to South Africa. 


Ako-Adjei, speaking for Ghana, not only 
called for an end to colonialism in Africa, 
but declared that the “vast African ma- 
jority should be accepted as the only 
basis of government in Africa,” a direct 
challenge to South Africa, where a white 
minority rules with an iron hand. Ako- 
Adjei also raised the question of South- 
west Africa, annexed by South Africa in 
violation of U.N. rec ndatio 

Louw’s statement was one of the strang- 
est ever to be presented in the United 
Nations, observers said. The style of his 
presentation was as remarkable as its 
content. 

Adopting the mannerisms of a nine- 
teenth century revivalist, Louw attempted 
to defend South Africa’s racist policies in 
a direct defiance of world opinion. Then 
he proceeded to lecture the whole United 
Nations and to suggest that the world 
should be reorganized to suit South 
Africa’s “national susceptibilities,” his 
own phrase. 

Diplomats who heard this odd tirade 
were left with a feeling that though most 
of the general debate had been devoted 
to immediate issues, notably that of Que- 
moy and Matsu, Louw’s speech introduced 
an even more ominous forecast of the 
future.

With skill, intense conviction and un- 
flagging persistence, he has put the case 
at every opportunity both in and out of 
Government, There are those in the 
Administration who differ with Robert- 
son or who feel at any rate that American 
policy should be more flexible than it is. 

But in his key position and with his 
zeal and his talent, his viewpoint has 
thus far prevailed. The articles of faith 
back of the official position, as Robertson 
articulates them on every occasion, can 
be expressed as follows: 

1. The Chinese Communists are not 
interested in Quemoy and Matsu. Their 
real goal, as they repeatedly state in their 
broadcasts, is Formosa itself. It will not 
be long after they have occupied the off- 
shore islands, if they are allowed to, that 
they will start a new drive for Formosa. 

2. The Reds’ unyielding attitude as 
revealed in the Warsaw talks makes it 
plain that any attempt at a negotiated 
settlement is futile. 

3. As shown by every intelligence re- 
port, the Chinese people on the mainland 
hate their government in the same way 
that the Hungarian people hate the re- 
gime imposed on them by Russian tanks 
in 1956. The new drive by Peiping to 
create great communes represents an ex- 
treme of collectivization that is certain to 
bring renewed resistance. 


Since the United States has no relations 
with Peiping and American newspaper 
men are prevented by the Administration 
from going to mainland China, there is 
no independent check on these reports. 
Far from having to invade the mainland, 
Chiang, in this view, will be asked back 
with only slight resistance from. the hired 
armies of the Peiping regime. This has 
increasingly become the reply of Chiang’s 
spokesmen to the charge that the Na- 
tionalists are trying to involve the United 
States in a war to return the Generalis- 
simo with American force.

Y his reluctant resignation this week as President Eisenhower's principal 
assistant, Sherman Adams demonstrated that in politics or Government 
there is no such thing as an indispensable man.

Under President Truman, “the” as- 
sistant to the President was John Stéel- 
man, who devoted himself mostly to his 
special field of labor relations. He thought 
that in addition to these duties he could 
act as chairman of the National Security 
Resources Board, a post of Cabinet rank, 
by allotting it two or three hours a day. 
Truman held his own daily White House 
staff meetings and when an important 
decision had to be made, he informed 
himself down to the last detail and’ dealt 
directly with the officials or politicians 
concerned. 


Took Over Patronage. 


From the relatively small base of the 
staff system of Roosevelt and Truman, 
Adams, who had been one of Gen, Eisen. 
hower’s boosters before the 1952 -Re- 
publican national convention in Chicago, 
was his floor manager there and later 
became his campaign director, built wp 
an empire that extended into all gov- 
ernmental operations excepting those Ye- 
lated to foreign policy, fiscal affairs and 
national defense. At the same time He 
took over much of the political patronage 
that had previously been handled diréctly 
by a President or a national party chair- 
man, 

As he increased his powers, his telf- 
esteem rose to the point of saturation. 
In his resignation broadcast last Monday 
night, he insisted to the end that he had 
“done no wrong” by interceding at two 
federal agencies for an old friend who 
had given him favors worth several 
thousand dollars and had deducted their 
cost as an operating expense in his busi- 
hess enterprises. 

Because s0 many persons, notably Re- 
publican candidates for Congress, thought 
he had besmirched Candidate Eisenhow- 
er’s promise that officials of his admit» 
istration would be “as clean as a hound’s 
tooth,” Adams chose political hara-kirl 
in a nation-wide radio and television ap- 
pearance, Ps 


The framework of White House rebre 
ganization that Adams built probably will 
stand up through the remaining two years 
of the Eisenhower Administration. ‘It is 
a type of organization that Gen. Persoris, 
who was on Gen. Eisenhower's SHAPE 
staff outside Paris in the early 1950s, 
understands thoroughly. 

Appointment of Persons’ immediate 
assistant remains to be accomplished. 
Robert Merriam, former assistant budget 
director, had already been named to the 
new White House command group as 
deputy assistant to the President for 
interdepartmental affairs. 


Before Persons was named, speculation 
as to the possible successor to Adams had 
included Persons and several others: 
Press Secretary James C. Hagerty, who, 
like Adams, has increased the power and 
influence exercised by his predecessors; 
Gerald D. Morgan, the President’s special 
counsel; Brig. Gen. A. J. Goodpdaster, 
U.S.A., staff secretary, and, to some de- 
gree, Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
and Republican National Chairman Meade 
Alcorn. 


Strenuous Years Ahead. 


President Eisenhower, as chief execu. 
tive and leader of the Republican party, ‘ 
may be forced to give personal attention 
to many of the governmental and political 
decisions he let Adams assume. His next 


Eisenhower appointed retired Maj. Gen. 
Wilton B. Persons as “the assistant to 
the President” to succeed Adams. Per- 
sons had been serving as deputy as- 
sistant and in many respects is a con- 
trast to his predecessor. 

White House Press Secretary James C. 
Hagerty also announced that Bryce N. 
Harlow, special assistant to Persons for 
congressiona] affairs, had been appointed 
Deputy Assistant to the President for 
Congressional Affairs, a new title. 

Hagerty said that Mr, Eisenhower in- 
tended later to appoint a deputy as an 
immediate assistant to Persons, but, in 
announcing the new setup, Hagerty said 
he would not call it a “reorganization” 
of the White House staff. He also said 
the duties handled by Adams were not 
being spread out over more men. 

The political and governmental organi- 
gation built up by Adams during his five- 
and-a-half years at the White House fo- 
cused unprecedented power in a single 
individual who held himself accountable 
only to the President. Mr. Eisenhower 
recognized the efficiency and convenience 
of the Adams arrangement when, despite 
his condemnation of Adams's intercession 
at federal agencies for Boston indus- 
trialist Bernard Goldfine as “imprudent,” 
he defied the political realities by public- 
ly announcing, “I need him.” 

Adams, having been proved politically 
expendable, is staying on at the White 
House until an “orderly transition” can 
be made for the assumption of his “duties 
and responsibilities.” 

These duties and responsibilities were 
so numerous. and important that Mr. 
Eisenhower seemed unlikely to find a 
successor to Adams who would be 
physically, mentally and tempermentally 
equipped to handle all of them. It was 
almost inevitable that the work done by 
Adams would be divided among several 
assistants, aids and consultants already 
on the White House staff. 


Persons’ Background. 

The difficult problem facing the Presi- 
dent was to find a No, 1 assistant with 
Adams’s manifest virtues of industry, 
personal loyalty and eagerness to take 
over responsibility, yet without his equal- 
ly obvious faults of personal arrogance 
and lack of judgment. 

How Persons will perform in his new 
job remains, of course,: to be seen, He 
has the cardinal military virtues. He is 
regarded as friendly, efficient, straight- 
forward and approachable. Those who 
have dealt with him feel they can trust 
him. 

Persons certainly is not afflicted with 
Adams’s frigidity of manner. For some 
years he served as the Army's and De- 
fense Department's liaison officer with 
Congress. This is a post calling for con-. 
siderable in the way of tact and diplo- 
macy. Persons is said to have endeared 
himself to Senators and Congressmen 
of both parties. 

The Federal Government has grown 
so large and complicated during the past 
30 years that a President, especially one 
with Gen. Eisenhower’s military back- 
ground, needs many assistants and expert 
advisers.

The case against the proposition rests on 
the arguments that many sources of credit 
are preferable to a few; that local community 
banks provide a uniquely valuable service 
which branches of bigger banks could not 
match; that there is something inherently 
meritorious in small banks which the state 
ought to protect; that branching would en- 
courage monopoly of credit. 

As there are two sides to every controver- 
sy, some of these arguments carry force—but 


not enough, it seems to us, to outweigh the . 


considerations on the other side. Granting 
that the smaller banks play a useful and 
necessary role in the same way that small 
business does, still the city banks do make 
a reasonable case for being permitted to fol- 
low their customers into the outlying parts 
of today’s exploding urban areas. 

The requirement that banks conduct their 
business at one location acts as an arbitrary 
and unfair limitation on their size, which no- 
body would dream of imposing on other busi- 
nesses. At a time when almost all urban 
growth is taking place outside the central 
areas, the ban on branches means that a city’s 
principal banks, having naturally been estab- 
lished in those central areas, are automatical- 
ly denied the right to grow with the metro- 
politan community they serve. 

As deposits level off, the lending capacity 
of these banks levels off. Large businesses 
must go to other cities to meet their credit 
requirements. The economies, efficiencies, 
executive talent, advantages in employe train- 
ing and diversified services of large banks 
are denied to the community. Competition 
among the principal banks tends to be lim- 
ited to a static volume of business, while the 
outlying banks shelter under a statutory pro- 
tection against competition. 

* . + 


Unquestionably, if Proposition No. 3 is 
adopted the result will be fewer bank owner- 
ships than the 55 now existing in the St. 
Louis metropolitan area. But there should 
be many more bank offices, and, if the ex- 
perience of other cities is a guide, more in- 
tense competition. Those outlying banks 
which perform a real community service 
should survive and be the better for it, owing 
their vigor to their own efforts rather than 
to a legal exclusion of competitors. In the 
end, we should expect to see the community’s 
banking structure generally come to parallel 
its business structure. There would be big 
banks and smaller banks, downtown banks 
and community banks, a healthy freedom for 
all to grow. And all, let us remember, would 
remain, as they should be, under strict fed- 
eral and state regulation. 

Inquiries by the Post-Dispatch in Louis- 
ville, Indianapolis, Pittsburgh and Buffalo re- 
veal no outstanding public complaints against 
the results of limited branch banking, but 
rather a general satisfaction with it. An ex- 
haustive study of the effects of branching 
and mergers in the Philadelphia area points 
to a definite gain in competition and public 
service there. The preponderance of disin- 
terested expert banking opinion seems to us 
in favor of limited branch banking. 

The Post-Dispatch believes banks should be 
allowed to grow with the community. We 
believe the banking structure should be al- 
lowed to develop along metropolitan lines 
just as the business structure is doing and 
as the government structure ought to do. We 
favor the adoption of Proposition No. 3. 


Scotch Among the Pagodas 


Scotch whisky has long been as insepara- 
ble from the valley of the River Spey as the 
peat smoke which gives it its ineffable flavor. 
In the hearts of all true Scotsmen (and 
Scotch-drinkers) it is not only Scottish, it is 
Scotland. Sang Robert Burns: “Freedom and 
Whisky gang thegither! Tak aff your dram!” 

Though domestic Scotch is an old story in 
this country, somehow it comes as a shock 
to learn that the Japanese, exercising their 
own freedom, have started making Scotch 
whisky too. What is even more to the t, 
they are selling it. Frenchmen, an excellent 
market for Scotch, are drinking more of the 
Japanese than the Scottish Scotch, and even 
Highland Scots are said to find it quite good 
if they have not taken a wee peek at the 
label. 

Competition, as they say, is the life of 
trade, even if in the present case it is like to 
be the death of stubborn traditionalists. Since 
competition it is, aging Scots hardiness can 
rise to the occasion by bringing forth a good 
stout Japanese tea.

More Judges for More Cases 


Again the annual report on the federal 
courts shows that the backlog of pending 
cases is the largest in history. No less than 
68,168 civil-cases and 7451 criminal cases— 
and this does not include litigation started 
during the summer recess of the courts— 
await disposition. 

Here is assurance that the law’s delays will 
grow longer and longer—at least in the fed- 
eral courts—unless additional judges are ap- 
pointed to whittle down this accumulation 
and to put these courts more nearly on a cur- 
rent basis. Warren Olney III, director of the 
administrative office of the United States 
courts, estimates that the trial courts would 
be Kept busy for at least a year even if not 
one new suit were filed or one new indict- 
ment returned. 

The situation, of course, varies from dis- 
trict to district, being worst in New York. 
There a person filing a suit cannot reason- 
ably hope that it will come to trial in less 
than four years. Yet even one year’s wait is 
a denial of speedy justice. In some instances, 
the delay may amount to a denial of the re- 
lief which the courts are supposed to afford. 

This is not a new problem. It simply gets 
worse from year to year. In their confer- 
ences, the federal judges have time and again 
considered such remedies as it is in their 
power to apply. .The ever-growing backlog 
shows that these are not adequate to the situ- 
ation. The only real solution is the creation 
of more judgeships; and this should be high 
on the agenda of Congress when it reconvenes. 


To Save 128 Acres 


Voters of the Normandy school district: will 
be asked to approve next Tuesday their school 
board’s $625,000 bond proposal and 5-cent 
tax increase for purchase of the Bellerive 
Country Club. This proposal is both unusual 
and commendable. | 

It is unusual because the school board can- 
not now say exactly what it will do. with the 
128 acres. It is commendable because the 
board is acting to preserve one of the largest 
tracts of undeveloped land remaining in 
northwest ‘St. Louis county—though that is an 
unusual task for a school board, too. 

The board says it is buying the land as a 
“bargain we can’t afford to pass up.” It is a 
bargain, in terms of price and in terms of the 
rescue of a stretch of beautiful-land for pub- 
lic use. But what can the school district do 
with the land? 

One thing the board certainly should not 
do, and says it will not do, is to engage in real 
estate speculation. The land should never be 
sold for housing development except as a last 
Psort and then only to avoid a loss of public 

unds. 


The land might serve as a site for a new . 


school. It might be used for a junior col- 
lege. The Normandy board says this is its

The Moral Challenge to Business 


Without Ethics, Americans Lose Insight into Sources of Economic Strength 


Rabbi Louis Finkelstein 


in Fortune 


If American business men are right 
in the way most of them now live, 
then all the wise men of the ages, 
all the prophets and the saints were 
fools. If the saints were not fools, 
the business men must be. 


Too many business men worry about 
their place on the economic ladder, 
but are not concerned sufficiently 
with whether the civilization in which 
they work is likely to collapse. They 
may well be defeated by the com- 
petitor of us all, which is moral 
decay. 

The‘ American executive is very 
often a man of some vision. In our

The United States would have 
failed at the outset without a phi- 
losophy developed by men more con- 
cerned with the betterment of the 
human spirit than the comforts of 
the body. These men were inspired 
by the writings of immortal philoso- 
phers and religious thinkers. 

Nations have been wrecked be- 
cause they lacked an overriding 
moral goal to which individuals 
could commit themselves. History 
shows us that when we becomie suc- 

ominated, we lose sight of our 
real reasons for living. 

The most casual observer is aware 
of the transgressions that go on daily 
in the American business communi- 
ty. He hears of tax returns that are 


fering bribes for false testimony or 
for police protection of some dubi- 
ous enterprise. He reads of indus- 
tries attempting to suborn state leg- 
islators for favorable legislation. He 
reads of business men bestowing 
favors on government officials to 
win special privileges. 


We hear of business men using 
wire taps to obtain information about 
their competitors, of management 
acting in collusion with racketeers, 
of men using prostitution to promote 
the sale of their goods. We hear of 
business men violating the most ele- 
mentary requirements of city build- 
ing codes and profiting from rat-in- 
fested tenements. We hear of finan- 
ciers deliberately lying about their 
operations and the financial condi- 
tion of their companies to mislead 
investors so that insiders can make 
killings in stock. 


I would not deny that competition 
is the basis of our free enterprise 
and of our industrial success. But to 
seek a crippling advantage over an- 
other company is hardly fair compe- 
tition and is certainly miserable 
ethics. Selfishness cannot be made 
a principle of life and in our time 
might easily be fatal. Management 
worthy of success remembers that 
the true justification for profit is an 
incentive to serve the community. 
Success is paid to business by the 
— for the services it ren- 

ers. 


First Step in Ethics 


Ethics have a practical value, in- 
separable from their ultimate one: 
the creation of better men and wom- 
en. Rivalry for goodness should, in 
the long run, make for pragmatic 
gain. But it is not enough for the 
individual or the corporation merely 
to mean well. 

The first_step in the ethical life is 
self-criticism, As the Talmud puts 
it, “Cleanse ourselves, and then 
cleanse others.” Ethics is a branch 
of thought starting with self-disci- 


pline. Discipline is not popular in 
America today. 

Certain ancient rules apply with 
equal force to all men in all situa- 
tions. The Pentateuch reveals the 
Decalogue and the Golden Rule of 
Leviticus 19:18: “Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself,” which the Gos- 
pels restate in Matthew 7:12: “All 
things whatsoever ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye even so to 
them.” 

A business man can develop an 
awareness that every decision of his 
life involves moral considerations. 
He can help develop this sensitivity 
in employes and associates, through 
example, through discussing with 
them the moral implications of com- 
pany actions, through constant re- 
minders that he has values in life 
above profit or economic security. 


Way to Moral Sensitivity 


The ineulcation of moral sensitivi- 
ty starts in early childhood and con- 
tinues throughout life. American so- 
ciety has achieved this kind of in- 
doctrination in other fields: Virtual- 
ly every American child is brought 
up with a concern for personal hy- 
giene; virtually every female child is 
indoctrinated with the need to be 
physically attractive. The business 
man can, without “moralizing,” trans- 
form his home into a school for 
moral responsibility. 


The American business man should 
literally place ethics on the agenda— 
for himself at home and in the of- 
fice, for his company and trade as- 
sociation. He should read literature 
dealing with ethics; devote time to 
study of ethics, alone and with col- 
leagues and scholars; work for the 
establishment of research in ethics, 
as he has worked magnificently for 
the development of research in sci- 
ence and technology. 

Morally sensitive and informed 
business men can compel American 
philosophy and religion to focus on

1. The real winners in‘ this 
congressional battle were not 
the G.O.P. leaders and their 
reactionary allies in the Na- 
tional Association of Manufac-’ 
turers, the United States Cham- 
ber of ree and the 
American Retail Federation.

Wanted by Unionists. 


Senator John F. Kennedy 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, and 
Senator Irving M. ives (Rep.), 
New York, both members of 
the McClellan committee, drew 
up the bill with conviction 
that union members wanted 
protection from oppression, dis- 
honesty and double-dealing by 
their officers. 

They also were convinced 
that the _ self-policing AFL- 
CIO, as typified by President 
George Meany, wanted con- 
gressional help in keeping 
ratketeers and thieves out of 
the labor movement and that 
the unions wanted to curb the 
so-called middlemen who dab- 
ble in corrupt interference 
with organizing activities by 
legitimate unions. 


The. Senators likewise  be- 
lieved that the ethical busi- 
ness men wanted protection 
against alliances between their 
unethical competitors and cor- 
rupt union officers and against 
such devices as “blackmail” 
picketing. e.. 

The Kennedy-Ives bill car- 
ried safeguards against all of 
these malpractices and others 
besides. 

Moreover, it was fashioned 
within the framework of the 
legislative recommendations of 
the McClellan Committee it- 
self. Hence, it had the power- 
ful backing of Senator John L. 
McClellan (Dem.), Arkansas, 
head man of the labor-manage- 
ment investigation; Lyndon B. 
Johnson (Dem.), Texas, majori- 
ty leader in the Senate, and 
Democratic Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn, who has a reputation for 
not letting things go haywire 
in the House. 

A Disclosure Bill. 

Basically, it was a disclosure 
bill, rather than a regulatory 
measure, fashioned in the be- 
lief that while unions should 
not be controlled by the Gov- 
ernment, wrongdoing by their 


officers could not survive the 
light of publicity. 

Its final form was achieved | 
only after days of bitter debate 
in the Senate in which Ken- 
nedy, Ives, McClellan and 
others prevented anti-union ex- 
tremists from loading it with 
crippling amendments which 
would have insured its defeat. 

Why, then, after the Senate 
passed the bill by a vote of 88 
to 1, did the House defeat it 
by. a vote of, 198-190, with 79 
per cent of the Republican rep- 
resentatives opposing it? 

The record is clear: 41 Re- 
publicans voted for the bill, 
137 against; 149 Democrats for, 
61 against. 

“My party played blind, par- 
tisan politics with the bill, 
Ives said this week. “The Re- 
publican leadership killed that 
bill in order to get at Jack 
Kennedy.” 

Ives didn’t say so, but it is 
well known that the burgeoning 
national popularity of the 42- 
year-old Massachusetts Sena- 
tor, who this year is running 
for a second term, and the fact 
that there is an obvious ground 
swell to place him on the Dem- 
ocratic national ticket in 1960, 
is a matter of considerable con- 
cern to the Republican Nation- 
al Committee.

Ives’s appraisal could be in- 
terpreted only as meaning that 
the Republican leaders, using 
Secretary of Labor James P.

Meanwhile, Mitchell was 
busy criticizing the bill in a 
campaign which Kennedy later 
described as “sabotage.” So 
that on Aug. 18, when Rayburn 
made his ill-fated move to force 
the bill through the House on a 
special rule, Republican mem- 
bers had been sufficiently in- 
doctrinated to know what the 
Administration expected: of 
them. 

Mitchell has enumerated 
several objections to the bill. 
He said that its coverage was 
not broad enough with respect 
to disclosure requirements, 
that it did not give the Secre- 
tary sufficient investigative au- 
thority and did not solve the 
NLRB’s case-load problem. 

He complained also that it 
did not prohibit secondary 
boycotts nor make illegal so- 
called “hot cargo contracts.” 
Under such contracts unions 
and employers. agree that un- 
ion members, particularly mem- 
bers of Teamster unions, do 
not have to handle goods not 
delivered by union members. 

Many shared the view of 
Kennedy and McClellan that a 
measure which would tend to 
suppress mismanagement, 
squandering and theft of union 
funds, rigged elections and op- 
pressive trusteéships over 
members and would bar from 
office unrehabilitated former 
convicts, was a good start. 


Some Covered by State Laws. 

Moreover, Kennedy and Mc- 
Clellan pointed out, many of 
the abuses uncovered by the 
McClellan committee already 
were covered by state and local 
statutes and should be reme- 
died, not by additional Fed- 
eral legislation, but by stricter 
law enforcement at the non- 
Federal levels.

American foreign policy.”

partment at whom he aimed. 
His whole rebuttal, however, 
appeared to be in reply to an 
article appearing in the. New 
York Times this morning. This 
article stated that since the 
Chinese Communists began 
heavy shelling of the offshore 
islands on Aug. 23 the State 
Department had received more 
than 5000 letters, about 80 per 
cent of them critical of United 
States policy decisions. 
Source In Executive Branch. 
The Times story put its 
foundation upon no _ subordi- 
nate in the State Department.

source was authoritative, and 
was within the executive branch 
of the government. 

The Vice President made no 
denial of the accuracy of the 
report, but he took a pot shot 
at letter writers who, he held, 
were not as fully informed as 
those who made policy. 

“What is at stake in the For- 
mosa strait,” he said, “is not 
Quemoy and Matsu, and not 
just Formosa, but the whole 
free world position in the Far 
East. 1 am confident that as 
the American people realize 
this, they will support the 
President in the firm’ position 
he has taken that use of force 
to settle international disputes 
cannot be tolerated.” 

The Vice President said that 
the expression of opinion by 
people to their elected repre- 
sentatives, by mail or other- 
wise, was “constructive and 
helpful.” But, he added, “it 
ean never be considered the 
decisive factor in determining 
the course of policy.” 

Might As Well Surrender. 

“If we indulge in the kind of 
thinking which assumes that 
foreign policy decisions should 
be made on the basis of opinion 
polls, we might as well decide 
now to surrender our position 
of world leadership to the Com- 
munists and to become a sec- 
ond-rate nation.” 

Nixon recalled that when he 
was a member of the House 
of Representatives “the over- 
whelming preponderance of 
mail” from his California dis- 
trict opposed the Truman Doc- 
trine for Greece and Turkey, 
and also the foreign aid pro- 
gram, 

“Yet,” he added, “substantial 
majorities for both of these es- 
sential programs were obtained 
in the House and Senate.” 

To this he added: “You can- 


not develop foreign policy on 
the basis of what random let- 
ters show the ‘people will sup- 
port in the light of the mini- 
mum and often misleading in- 
formation available to them. It 
is the responsibility of a leader 
to lead public opinion—not just 
to follow it. He must get all the 
facts before making a decision 
and then he must develop sup- 
port for that decision among 
the people by making the facts 
known to them.” 


Losing Battle Indicated. 
By the Associated Press. 

The mail being received by 
the State Department and oth- 
er signs indicate that President 
Eisenhower is losing his battle 
for greater support of his For- 
mosa policy, both at home and 
abroad, 

He handed Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles the 
main responsibility for arous- 
ing what the Administration 
calls “more understanding” of 
this policy. Despite consider- 
able effort by Dulles, there 
are no signs of any major 
break through. 

Newspaper editorials and the 
writings of syndicated colum- 
nists, regarded by the State 
Department as molders of pub- 
lic opinion, have continued to 
be critical of United States 
policy in the Formosa strait. 

Britain Backs Away. 

United States allies, notably 
Britain, have backed away 
from involvement in any con- 
flict with Red China over the 
offshore islands. Even the 
Asian countries most imme- 
diately concerned with any ex- 
pansionism on the part of Com- 
munist China are publicly cool, 
no matter how mutch some of 
them privately urge the United 
States to risk war and reject 
appeasement, 

Alarmed at the risk of war, 
other nations are now coming 
forward as intermediaries, Brit- 
ish and Indian officials at the 
United Nations have started 
talking with Dulles and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko, trying to find common 
ground. 

Dulles made a major effort 
Thursday to rally support. In 
a speech at New York frankly 
designed to win friends, Dulles 
emphasized that, despite. the 
threat of war, the United 
States would not back down.

Problem Prior to 1938. 


The problem was not so real 
at Munich as it is today, The 
hydrogen bomb did not exist, 
and World War II, when it 
came, did not prove to be the 
end of all things. But, in 1938 
the horrors of the bomber, 
of the fire bomb and of poison 
gas were as novel and incalcu- 
able as those of the rocket and 
the nuclear weapons are in 
1958. 

Then, as now, it seemed 
reasonable on the strength of 
the best available evidence 
about the untried new weap- 
ons, to assume that war might 
utterly destroy civilization. 

Again, many hopefully argue 
today that China’s Mao-Tse- 
tung “is not a Hitler.” The 
point, however, is that in 1937 
and 1938 most people were 
equally hopeful that Hitler 
was not a Hitler. The unspeak- 
able deeds which now cling 
forever to his name had not 
been done then. He was a 
dictator, he was low and un- 
couth, he was making hysteri- 
cal speeches to hysterical mobs. 

He had in prison written a 
wild book and he had been 
rough with his internal politi- 
eal opponents. But he was not 
at that time talking of “utterly 
wiping out” anybody, He was 
plausibly claiming limited, not 
altogether unreasonable-sound- 
ing aims: The unification of 


all racial Germans in one 
Reich, meaning, in practice, 
the annexation of Austria, the 
Sudeten districts of Czechoslo- 
vakia, Danzig and Memel. 

Was It Worth War? 

If this was all, was it worth 
a war with its incalculable new 
horrors and perils? 

It is known now that Munich 
did not prevent war, but rather 
precipitated it. But Munich 
was the turning-point, not the 
starting-point, or the story of 
appeasement. To understand 
what happened at Munich, and 
why the apparent triumph of 
appeasement which was 
achieved there meant really the 
beginning of the end, it is 
necessary to go back to the 
middle of 1937, when Neville 
Chamberlain became prime 
minister of Britain, and when 
his “scheme of general ap- 
peasement” took shape. 

The year 1937, a relatively 
quiet and stationary one in 
European politics, was a year 
of general stocktaking. During 
the year the European chan- 
celleries everywhere charted 
new courses. They were fac- 
ing the accomplished fact of a 
shift in the European balance 
of power in favor of Germany, 
which had gradually come 
about during the preceding 
four or five years. 

It had not come as a pro- 
found surprise. The European 
settlement of 1919, from which 
America had at once withdrawn 
and of which Russia had never 
been a partner, had always left 
Germany, despite its defeat in 
World War I and the irritations 
inflicted on it in the peace 
treaty, intrinsically the strong- 
est power on the continent. For 
the past 18 years, Germany's 
preponderance in population 
and industry had been bal- 
anced by one fact only: it was 
disarmed while France main- 
tained a big army.

‘Peace in Our Time.’ 


Germany and Italy were to 
be made, by territorial conces- 
sions and extensions of their 
spheres of influence, contented 
and saturated powers like 
France and Britain; the new 
territorial settlement was to be 
underwritten and guaranteed 
by all four powers; and it was 
then to be capped by the estab- 
lishment of a new four-power 
concert of Europe, permanent 
mutual consultation, re-entry 
of Germany and Italy into the 
League of Nations, and dis- 
armament. If this scheme suc- 
ceeded, it would mean peace 
for at least a generation and 
the preservation of Europe's 
global preponderance as well 
as postponement of that world 
revolution which World War II 
was to unleash.

Their time of danger 
seems to extend from puberty to senility 
so the case of Guillaume Fontane, as 
described in “September Roses” by 
Andre Maurois, is scarcely a novel one.

Plus, of course, 
a smattering of religious mysticism in 
the Rasputin rhetoric so familiar to the 
Russian reader. 

“Doctor Zhivago” does have some

This is the plot, played out against 
the panorama of guerrilla warfare and 
Party fantasy; enlisting a host of minor 
characters and shifting patronymics 
which require an introductory list of 
names to keep sorted out. The broad 
sweep of the Slavic brush and its ro- 
coco richness sometimes, as here, con- 
spire to hide that the emperor has no 
clothes. 

AS SURELY as this will be hailed 
here as in Europe with extravagant 
praise, just so certainly will it be mon- 
strously over-rated and a sensation for 
a day. There is a kind of critical snob- 
bism which sees only genius in the 
Russian when the homegrown would be 
damned as second-rate and passe. 

If “Doctor Zhivago” does nothing 
else, it carries a deadly cargo of self-

Overlooked Centennial 
The ‘Real’ Shakespeare’s Discovery 


THE POACHER FROM STRATFORD: A PARTIAL ACCOUNT 
OF THE CONTROVERSY OVER THE AUTHORSHIP OF 
SHAKESPEARE’S PLAYS, by Frank W. Wadsworth. 
(University of California Press, 174 pgs., $4.50.)

WE FIND THAT all unknowingly we have slipped up on 
an important centennial. If it had not been for the book 
under review, I never would have realized that 1857 was the 
year in which proclamation was made to the world that, con- 
trary to all previous beliefs, William Shakespeare was not 
the author of the plays which bear his name but that Sir 
Francis Bacon was. In the literary world this announcement 
—to be repeated again and again in subsequent years—caused 
much the same furor as the Darwinian theory the following 
year did in religious and scientific circles. 

Credit for this sensational discovery has gone chiefly to a 
lady named Delia Bacon (born in Ohio but no descendant 
from Sir Francis). Although there had before her been 
whispered doubts on the subject it was she who really started 
the search for the “real” author of the plays which became a 
popular international pastime from that time on. Nor was 
any room left for doubters. “It is a fact,” says our 
author, “that since Delia Bacon’s time few of Shakespeare's 
detractors have doubted the accuracy of their own deduc- 
tions.” a 

For the next half century a remarkable game of 
ciphers and cryptograms was played by the leading Baconians 
with astonishing results in some instances. 

Thus, Mr. Ignatius Donnelley, an American lawyer, dis- 
covered the most ingenious and elaborate cipher of them all. 
By its use he was able to prove not only that Bacon had 
written all the known works attributed to Shakespeare but 
almost every other dramatic work of the Elizabethan era as 
well. This was possible, he pointed out, because, by dashing 
off a play every two weeks between 1581 and 1611, Bacon 
could have written 780 plays. And that was not all. In his 
spare time, this legal authority said, Bacon was also the true 
author of Burton’s “The Anatomy of Melancholy” and Mon- 
taigne’s “Essays.” 

THE ADVENT OF THE TWENTIETH century 
saw no lessening of the torrent of Baconian books. 

“If sheer weight of evidence could decide a question then 
undoubtedly Sir Francis Bacon, one time Baron Verulam, 
Viscount St. Alban, and Lord Chancellor of England, would 
have to be awarded the bays.” 

But it was not to be. The crown was snatched away from 
Bacon when the hounds chasing the Stratfordian hare sud- 
denly caught a new scent—or rather they caught several new 
scents all at the same time. In fact, they caught a scent 
from every knight and nobleman in Elizabethan England. 
Edward de Vere, seventeenth Earl of Oxford, the Earl of 
Derby, the Earl of Rutland, Sir Walter Raleigh, the Virgin 
Queen herself—these are just a few, the more prominent, 
of those for whom the vacant throne was now claimed. 


JUST ONE THING all these Shakespearean scholars 
had in common—a fervor to get done, once and for all, with 
that loutish fellow Will Shakespeare. Being proper Victo- 
rians they could not abide the thought that a vulgar, low-born 
play actor from Stratford could have been the 
world’s foremost poet and dramatic genius. Only a scholar 
and a gentleman could have been that. And in their case 
the wish was the father of more extraordinary thought and 
expenditure of effort than has, perhaps, ever been seen in 
one place on this poor planet of ours. And if our author of 
“The Poacher From Stratford” is to be believed it was all to 
no purpose. The author of the plays still remains the enig- 
matic, obscure, even—if you will—the unlikely Mr. Shake- 
speare himself. 

The photograph of Mr. Calvin Hoffman, the latest of the 
literary hounds, peering into the empty tomb of Sir Thomas 
Walsingham, finding only sand where he had expected to 
find the Plays of Shakespeare in manuscript, symbolizes 
about as well as anything could the extraordinary history 
recorded in these pages.

Individual’s Relationship to This “Common Philosophy” 


that each person should form some 
conceptions of this whole of which he 
is a part; and these conceptions are 
talked about. Insofar as a few elements 
are agreed upon by all, we have the 
existence of what may be called a 
common or shared philosophy, and here 
is the “spirit of the times.” 

Now human beings are complex 
creatures, but the points on which 
all will agree at any one time are few 
indeed. For this reason the common 
philosophy is always a simple thing, a 
blunt instrument. We can see this more 
clearly by examining the process which 
gives birth to its various elements—a 
process involving “cultural lag.” 

At the upper level of perception in 
this matter are those people who 
specialize in the study of society — 
skilled observers like Tocqueville, Parr- 
ington, Veblen, Santayana, Maritain, 
and artist-philosophers like Melville, 
Faulkner, and Frank Lloyd Wright. At 
all times an advanced society has sev- 
eral such men at work depicting it. But 
the upper level of perception is also the 
height of individualism, and so in the 
whole works of these men only a few 
points of agreement can be found. 
ONESTEP DOWN in perception we 
find the average teacher of United 
States history, or government, or soci- 
ology. He does far less independent 
observing, but he reads the works of the 
observers — and he distills what he 
reads. Invariably this distillation re- 
sults in an emphasis on those few points 
on which the top-level observers have 
agreed. 

These common elements are thereby 
doubly reinforced for those who stand 


cess from top to bottom. Rather, we 
tend to draw upon the level of percep- 
tion immediately above our own, and 
we tend to discuss only with others like 
ourselves. These two facts tell us a 
great deal about any shared philosophy, 
as an example here will help to show. 
WE ARE IN THE MIDDLE of 
a great surge of enthusiasm for suburb- 
an living. Now the image of the sub- 
urbanite is a synthesis of two older 
ones, the country gentleman and the 
urban sophisticate. Tracing this new 
image back we find Frank Lioyd 
Wright, in a program for modern man 
made thirty years ago, urging that the 
city-worker buy himself a piece of na- 
ture for a dwelling-site as far from the 
asphalt jungle of his servitude as trans- 
portation will permit. But this was 
only the tag-end of Wright's philosophy. 
Years later Wright became venerated 
and other writers took up his view. 
Magazines followed with articles des- 
cribing the bliss of families who were 
then pioneering in the great experi- 
ment. Barns were converted; houses 
and then subdivisions were built. Ads 
placed the sophisticated martini in the 
hands of tweedy rustics, and the new 
self-conception was established. 


But by this time Wright’s basic think- 

ing was forgotten. Few among those 
who adopted the new image had any 
contact with the original reasons behind 
it. And for very few is the move to the 
suburbs a natural outgrowth of their 
own personal philosophy. More often 
than not, we move because our neigh- 
bors move. And whether we are happy 
or not depends to some extent on our 
neighbors’ definition of happiness. 
IT IS THE ‘‘SPIRIT OF THE 
TIMES’’ that propels us, and often 
this branch is removed from its roots. 
The public philosophy.may be com- 
pletely disassociated from its origin. 

So much for the “common philoso- 
phy” concept itself. With this in mind 
we can turn to the present scene, where 
a period of transition is just now com- 
ing to an end. A new philosophy is 
emerging to fill the place left vac- 
ant by the last one. 


The last clear-cut common philoso- 
phy reached its height a century ago 
and received its death-blow from the 
First World War. This shared concep- 
tion diminished society as a force and 
glorified individual man as a tragic 


hero. Through science, man saw un-. 


heard-of possibilities for manipulating 
his environment, for changing nature,

and he soon pictured himself as the 


No better symbol of the self-image of 
the time exists than Ahab, the mighty 
and obsessed hunter of the White Whale 
in “Moby Dick.” Win or lose, it was a 
blood-stirring picture and, for awhile, 
an inspiration to great achievements. 
BUT AHAB’S MADNESS 
drowned him, and twentieth century 
man faced new wars and finally, the 
super bombs. Today's man is hard put 
to find himself in the epic scenes of a 
century ago. The sheer bulk of forces 
operative in society today conspire to 
make the individual feel small and in- 
effectual, rather than heroic. The 
philosophy that today is gaining ground 
depicts the individual as helplessly 
moved by forces beyond his control. 
It is a philosophy of passive skepticism 
which counsels withdrawal from larger 
affairs into the safety of purely per- 
sonal concerns. 

But if an extreme conception which 
represents man as omnipotent is faulty, 
the opposite extreme wherein he is re- 
signed to futility is no less in error. 
Without a doubt the past century has 
seen a change in the situation of man 
in society. A whole complex of factors, 
chief among them being the population 
explosion, has brought about the phe- 
nomenon of mass society. But a change 
in situation does not necessarily destroy 
forever the balance of forces. It does, 
however, call for a change in the tactics 
of living. The individual has a place in 
mass society, but only his own resource- 
fulness can overcome the “my vote 
won't make any difference” feeling. 
ONE NEW ELEMENT in the tac- 
tics for effective living today, and per- 
haps the most basic, is the sub-society. 
A form of sub-society, the grouping of 
people into specialized professions, has 
enabled us to overcome mass inertia in 
the business of increasing human knowl- 
edge and skills. But life is more than 
knowledge and skills. The sub-society 
is equally useful for bringing the influ- 
ence of the individual into being in 
other quarters. Neighborhood improve- 
ment associations are a striking example 
of sub-societies which give force to 
worthy ideas and at the same time 
demonstrate the rootlessness of current 
apathy and feelings of helplessness. The 
only requirements for effective sub- 
societies are that they be of workable 
size, and that they each be organized 
about a need that transcends the indi- 
vidual needs of members. 

Sub-societies are neither a complete 
means nor the only means for reassert- 
ing the importance of the individual. 
But preliminary to any such undertak- 
ing is a clear glimpse into the pervasive 
tyranny of an unfounded “spirit of the 
times.” 


A Statistical Look at Our Culture 
Figures Reflect Vigorous Heart-Beat of Arts and Ideas

ELUSIVE AS CULTURE is to 
deal with statistically, there seems to be 
quite a spate, lately, of pulse-takings 
of the American taste. The tabulating 
machines are taking note of our reading 
habits, of the levels of our musical 
appreciation, of the money we spend in 
foreign travel, even of the number of 
citizens who “have at least experi- 
mented with oil painting.”

Classical Records 


New Stereophonic Discs 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


AS STEREOPHONIC DISCS are now reaching the 
market in quantity this column, beginning with the present 
issue, will be devoted in part to such as are available. Space 
limitations will preclude the reviewing of every record pro- 
duced, either in the stereophonic or monaural category. 
Within these limits, however, and with appropriate regard 
for what is interesting and what is important, this weekly 
report will be as comprehensive as possible. 


At present the stereophonic disc is still a novelty so it is 
understandable that collectors and purchasers will be par- 
ticularly interested in the acoustical quality of the new 
records. Before adding my opinion to those already ex- 
pressed let me make it clear that the word “monaural” 
refers to the standard long-play disc which is reproduced 
from one sound-track and the word “stereophonic” describes 
the new disc taken from two, or perhaps three sound tracks. 
These terms are not strictly accurate in a dictionary sense. 
They are merely convenient labels and will be so used now 
and hereafter. 


EACH OF THE SOUND TRACKS involved in the 
stereophonic process has registered a different body of sound 
and with a fractional difference of time such as one would 
experience in a concert hall. Therefore the terminal repro- 
duction of the music requires two speakers, two amplifiers 
(or a special stereo-amplifier) and a special stereo cartridge. 


Now what are the results? They differ, naturally, accord- 
ing to the quality of the equipment and my report is based 
on a comparison between a one speaker set and an assembly 
in which the original units—speaker and amplifier—have 
been duplicated. Unquestionably the sound is richer in 
texture and seemingly has a greater depth and breadth. 
Mendelssohn’s “Italian” and “Reformation” symphonies, 
played by the Boston Symphony Orchestra with Charles 
Munch conducting, has been issued in both the stereophonic 
and monaural version (RCA-Victor) and both were played 
with one and two speakers. 


THE STEREOPHONIC RECORDING played with 
the full stereophonic equipment was decidedly the best. Both 
are excellent performances, The “Italian” symphony in par- 
ticular captures the warm, gracious, youthful character of 
the score without resort to any excesses of tempo or stress. 


‘ Artistic finish and acoustic vitality were also impressively 
projected in a set of Strauss Waltzes played by The Vienna 
Philharmonic Orchestra under Joseph Krips. (London, Stereo, 
One record.) A Vienna orchestra with a conductor of Cen- 
tral European training should understand the true inwardness 
of the Viennese rubato. If this performance may be regarded 
as standard the alteration of time values should be hardly 
noticeable. 

Other recordings which come off impressively are Stravin- 
sky’s “Petrushka,” complete version, played by L’Orchestre 
de la Suisse Romande under Ernest Ansermet (London, 
Stereo, One record), the Moussorgsky-Ravel “Pictures at an 
Exhibition” by the Chicago Orchestra under Fritz Reiner 
(RCA-Victor, Stereo, One Record) and Rimsky-Korsakoff's 
“Scheherazade” by the Vienna State Opera Orchestra under 
Mario Rossi. (Vanguard, Stereo, One Record.) The last named 
was not quite as good as the other two in matters of artistic 
discrimination. 


ONE MAY ASSUME that stereophonic recording will 
improve and that certain practises—adopted for the purpose 
of emphasizing its difference from monaural discs—will be 
completely abandoned. The listener’s state of mind inclines 
him to hear the merged sound from the two speakers as a 
whole. Even so a clash of cymbals which comes first from the 
left then the right, is detectible and disconcerting. 


One of the side benefits derived from stereophonic equip- 
ment is that it perceptibly improves the sound of a monaural 
record. In this case, of course, each speaker transmits exactly 
the same body of sound, though the volume can be made to 
differ, one from the other, if the operator cares to experiment. 
The reason for the improvement lies in the double source 
of the sound and the fact that a greater number of sound 
waves are bouncing off the walls of the room. 


ARTUR RUBINSTEIN’S PERFORMANCE of the 
Saint-Saens Concerto No. 2 for Piano and Orchestra and the 


Franck Symphonie Variations (RCA-Victor, Monaural, One 


are projected with a convincing life-like presence 
and a differentiation of volume that enhances considerably 
one’s appreciation of the performer’s sensitive inflection. 
In loud passages mechanical vibrations, seemingly within the 
speaker, are audible. The piano tone is much better than 
the average. Rubinstein is accompanied by the Symphony 
of the Air with Alfred Wallenstein conducting. 


THE FIRST RECORDING of Samuel Barber’s opera 
“Vanessa” offers the Metropolitan Opera cast, orchestra and 
conductor which took part in the debut performance last 
winter. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, Three Records in album with 
explanatory brochure.) The artists—Eleanor Steber, Nicolai 
Gedda, Rosalind Elias, Giorgio Tozzi and Regina Resnik—are 
accomplished singers who have applied themselves with in- 
tensity and discrimination to the performance. The same 
may be said of Dimitri Mitropolous, the conductor. The 
libretto by Gian-Carlo Menotti tells a tale of a faintly Gothic 
character about a woman who marries the son of a former 
lover in the effort to recapture the ardor of the past. 

Mr. Barber’s use of the orchestra, which faithfully reflects 
the dramatic line, is much more effective than the vocal

. Some opening-game bungling was saved by late and expert 
burglary of a football yesterday afternoon at Francis Field as 
Washington University defeated Missouri Mines, 19 to 13. 

Fullback Ed Stein stole the ball and the game in the final 
five minutes of play, rescuing the Bears from the honest but 
unsatisfactory prospect of a 13-to-12 defeat. 


Stein is a short and fast 165- 
pounder, with the perfect build 
and footwork requirements for 
a second-story man. He slipped 
through the Miners’ line at 


midfield and lifted the ball | 


from its uncertain nest in quar- 
terback Newton Well’s hands. 
The hand-off Wells had in 
mind became a hand-out to 
the Bears. Stein appeared sud- 
denly at the rear of the Miners’ 
confused ranks, running dead 
west and away from all the 
madding crowd, His touch- 
down run with the stolen goods 
measured 45 yards. 

Washington's Carl Snavely 
finally may have seen every- 
thing in his 32 years of college 
coaching. After the game 
Snavely gave his memory a 
quick search and announced 
that never before had he seen 
a ball stolen and carried to a 
touchdown. 

Conversions Fail. 


Snavely’s pre-game opinion 
that the extra-point kicker is 
not to be considered extinct 
because of the two-point option 
was borne out. The Bears tried 
two points by passes after their 
first and second touchdowns, 
Both failed. Missouri Mines 
tried for two points after its 
first touchdown and failed. 

Ray Parker kicked the extra 
point after the Miners’ second 
touchdown for a 13-12 lead 
with 10 minutes remaining in 
the game. The one-point looked 
magnificent because Washing- 
ton had been able to out-rush 
the Miners consistently, and 
just as consistently failed one 
way or another to keep the of- 
fense in momentum.

in late situations. Hunt’s ex- 
tra-point kicks have been im- 
portant in Bear victories over 
the Miners the previous two 
seasons. 

Missouri Mines is a 30-time 
loser in its long series with the 
Bears but never has been an 
easy loser. Washington’s sen-

Jesse Bowdry feels very 
badly over his loss to Sonny 
Ray in Chicago, his third in 
four bouts with the Chicago 
light heavy-

ble with one. McGoogan 
Jack Dempsey lost a de- 


cision to fat Willie Meehan. 
Later he boxed Meehan a 
draw and won from him but 
never knocked Meehan out, 
although Willie was never 
considered in the same class 
with Dempsey. 

There was just something 
about Meehan’s style in the 
ring which troubled Demp- 
sey. 

Difference in styles is an 
excuse which has been over- 
used by boxing managers in 
explaining losses by their 
charges. But style makes a 
difference, nonetheless. 

Billy Soose was a middle- 
weight champion of the 
world, or at least owned a 
50 per cent claim to the 
title. He was a classic boxer 
and rated. among the tops 
but a rather indifferent per- 
former, Georgie Abrams, de- 
feated Soose three times by 
decision, once after Billy be- 
came champion. It was an 
overweight match, however, 
and the title didn’t change 
hands. 

One of the greatest of all 
middleweight champions was 
Mike O’Dowd, but he lost 
the title to Johnny Wilson 
(John Panica) in a 12-round 
match, May 6, 1920. 

“They fought again,” Jack 
Callahan recalled; “and Wil- 
son won from O’Dowd a sec- 
ond time.” 

‘ That was March 17, 1921, 
which must have added to 
O"’Dowd’s displeasure. 

“Mike was so mad at Wil- 
son then that he threw a 
spittoon at him in the dress- 
ing room,” Callahan said. 


' 
Tunney's Only Loss 

There was only one man 
to beat Tunney in his career. 
That was Harry Greb. Greb 
defeated Tunney in 15 
rounds for the American 
light heavyweight champion- 
ship; May 23, 1922. 

Greb gave Tunney a severe 
beating that. night but Gene 
has since related that he 
learned so much in the bout 
that he was able to beat 
Greb when they met again, 
which they did Feb. 23, 1923, 
when Tunney won the 175- 
pound title in 15 rounds.

Greb was never able again 
to win from Tunney. 

Archie Moore fought -Ez- 

* gard Charles three times and 
lost all three. Charles won a 
10-round decision from 
Moore in 1946, again in 1947 
and in 1948 Charles knocked 
out Moore in the eighth

That was the last time 
they fought, although Archie 
clamored for another. chance 
after Charles became heavy- 
weight champion. .of .the 
world. 

Charles held. the «Indian 
sign on Joe Maxim, too, de- 
feating the Cleveland boxer 
four times, but Ezzard was 
never able to kayo Joe. 

Maxim turned in one of 
thé finest pieces of defensive 
boxing . ever in Cincinnati 
when he fought Charles 15 
rounds, losing the decision. 

There was no question but 
that Joe lost but he. kept 
Charles from hitting him 
with .a solid punch through 
the full distance of the fight, 
which was no easy trick in 
those days, when Charles 
was at his peak, 


Case of Jimmy Webb 


Then there was the case 
much closer to” home of 
Jimmy Webb who was doing 
right well as a light heavy- 
weight contender, even look- 
ing forward to a match with 
the then champion, Billy 
Conn.

More tor Your Money 


A GREAT BOOM in used house popularity is on, could 
be important to you as either potential buyer or seller. 
Reason for boom: record low FHA down payment require- 
ments for used houses, So attractive have older houses 
now become because of easier financing that some realtors 
report as much as 300 per cent more volume in them than 
a year ago. One mortgage banker whose business used to 
be 80 per cent new and 20 per cent old houses expects ratio 
to be reversed.

BETTER SERVICE: You can begin now to find increas- 
g efforts by many appliance makers and dealers to im- 
prove repair service. Some makers now even consider 
service while designing appliances. One example: on a 
new line of automatic washers and dryers, servicing can 
be done through top lids, no need to drag machines away 
from wall to get at vital innards from behind. Many mak- 
ers step up training for dealer servicemen; one, for ex- 
ample,.now has 111 traveling instructors. Some dealers 
may still pooh-pooh your old appliances as “beyond repair” 
so they can try to sell replacements. You can find many, 
however, eager to do good, fast, economical “fix-up” jobs, 
hoping to sell you other appliances evegtually on the basis 
of doing good repair and service work. 


CARWISE: How often to wax, and how much to apply, 
are questions that bother many car owners. Actually, some 
experts report, the wax film left on a car is less than one- 
millionth of an inch thick—and you can’t increase thick- 
ness since excess is always buffed off. How long wax lasts 
depends, of course, on weather, washing, garaging, type of 
driving, other factors. Under favorable conditions, wax 
may last six months; under unfavorable, only a few weeks, 
Note, however, that often wax remains long after original 
gloss is gone, and a little gentle polishiing will restore 
gloss. Since wax is water repellant, you can test for it by 
dropping a little water on surface. If wax is there, water 
will bead into small ‘ball.

At Jet Speed—Rigid Discipline, High Washout Rate of Cadets 


must not be easy for they are 
a harried bunch, easy prey at

A ecadet’s day starts at 5:55 
and ends with taps at 10 p.m.

Under one condition only 
may cadets stay up past 10 
p.m. 

“We may receive an extra 
hour for study,” said Cadet 
Schaller.

The study course maintains 
an equal balance between the 
social sciences and humanities 
and the basic and applied sci- 
ences, an exact equal balance 
which is not loaded toward the 
sciences as one might think on 
first impression. 

“The careers of Air Force

dropped from 104,000,000 In 
1927 to 6,000,000 in 1932, only 
partly because of the depres- 
sion. A greater factor in the 
plunge was radio, which put 
good entertainment into the 
home free of charge. It was 
no longer necessary to buy rec- 
ords for dancing. 

The scourge of the recording 
business started in 1929 and 
saturated the country. Smiling, 
light-hearted, easy-going Gene 
Austin bowed out gracefully, 
and remained out of the na- 
tional limelight for the next 
25 years.

NORTHWEST ORIENT AIRLINES: “Imperial Service” 
featuring what Northwest describes as “continental cuisine” 
with free champagne, three cabin attendants, and souvenir 
menus. 

Trans World Airlines: “Jetstream Ambassador” flights, 
with overnight berth accommodations, menus featuring spe- 
cial cuts of roast beef and steak, free champagne and 
“siesta seats” that all but rock you to sleep. | 

Those are just samples. And they are paying off in 
booming business. 

American says its “Captain’s Flagships” have “ex- 
tremely good load factors.” Translated, this means they're 
carrying profitable payloads. 

Northwest points to a typical Washington-Detroit “Im- 
perial Service” flight sold.out almost daily. 

TWA proudly says its “Jetstream Ambassadors” are 
earrying fibre passengers than conventional first-class 
“aghts. 4 


But the best testimony to the success of the 
“super-service” comes from Capital, which started 
its “VIP” flights last July. 

“In August, the first full month of VIP serv- 
ice, these flights carried 28 per cent more passen- 
gers than the same flights in July,” a Capital 
spokesman said. “The normal August increase over 
July is only 9 per cent.” 


CAPITAL, which pondered long and hard over whether 
to charge extra fare for VIP service, figured it would pay 
for itself if each flight averaged only one additional pas- 
senger. The 28 per cent jump in patronage shows Capital 
is making money despite the increased costs. 

Just where this competitive battle ,will end is any- 
body’s guess. Northwest already is considering an even 
more luxurious flight than its “Imperial Service”—to be 
ealled, naturally, “Regal Imperial Service.” The airline 
would not reveal the details, but a competitor commented 
sadly: “They'll probably hand out stock in the air line as 
you board the plane.” 

Cost will probably be the biggest bottleneck in making 
plush service plushier. The free meals served by airlines 
add up to astronomical figures. TWA alone served 8,500,000 
cups of coffee last year with 60,000 gallons of cream, 945,- 
000 pounds of beef, 345,000 pounds of poultry, 175,000 
pounds of butter, 365,000 pounds of potatoes and 2,000,000 
eggs.

Spelunking Has Small but Enthusiastic Group of Devotees Here; What It’s Like

SPELUNKING, ANYONE? You'll need: A helmet with an 
attached carbide light (as in coal mining); a coil of strong 
rope, pitons, and a rock hammer (as in mountain climbing); 
a rubber raft or a canoe (as in boating); sturdy boots (as in 
hiking); and an unlimited amount of stamina and energy. 

If you're subject to claustrophobia, forget the whole thing, 
for spelunking is an underground sport—cave exploring. 

There are at least 25 spelunkers in the St. Louis area. 
Last fall they organized the Mid-Mississippi Valley Chapter 
of the National Speleological Society. Speleology is the science 
of caves; spelunking is the sport. 


But these spelunkers are 
quite serious about the serv- 
ices they have been able to 
give, along with the fun and 
recreation they gain from the 
pursuit of their hobby. It com- 
bines the delights and hazards 
of several other sports. 

“Among other things we’re 
underground mountain climb- 
ers,” explained Lloyd Pruett, 
a salesman during the week 
and an avid spare-time spe- 
lunker. He is a charter mem- 
ber of the local organization 
and a board member of the 
national. “We use the same 
techniques, such as rappelling, 
prussicing, belaying, and much 
of the same equipment that is 
used in scaling the Rockies and 
the Alps.” 

Dee, his petite, vivacious 
wife, who is an elementary 
teacher at Ames Branch School 
and as enthusiastic a caver as 
her husband, nodded in agree- 
ment. 

“T’ve made climbs in caves 
that made me think I was in 
the Alps,” she laughed. 

The Pruetts’ home in Web- 
ster Groves is the unofficial 
headquarters and _ informal 
meeting place for the MMV, 
as well as the place where one 
can learn all about spelunking. 


Missouri spelunkers do not 
lack for caves to explore, 
according to the Pruetts; 
there are 1000 or more in the 
state with only a fraction of 
them thoroughly explored 
and mapped. Many caves are 
too small or too difficult to 
be tourist attractions. 


The speleologists (scientists) 
and the spelunkers (amateurs) 
have been able to bring back 
the life story of these caves 
which are more than just holes 
in the ground. Studies prove 
that caves are born, grow and 
die, but because of the eons 
of time involved in this cycle, 
they seem to stand still in the 
slow but relentless evolution. 

The national organization, 
formed in 1939 in Washington, 
D.C., and affiliated with the 
American Association for the 
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Spelunker tours Fisher Cave in Meramec State Park via one 
of more accessible passages. 


Gladys B. Caulley, a clerk- 
typist at the Navy Record 
Center in Overland, is the 
“official reporter” for St. 
Louis area spelunkers. She 
acquired her interest in cave 
exploring from her 15-year- 
old daughter, Janice, who is 
actively involved, but she 
confines her caving to pack- 
ing lunches and writing 
about it. The wife of James 
Caulley, machinist at Mc- 
Donnell Aircraft Corp., she 
has three other children, 
Donna, 18; Patrick, 14, and 
Daniel, 7.

“Speleology is the last fron- 
tier for the pioneer,” according 
to the society. 

It may well be “the last 
frontier for the pioneer,” but 
that doesn’t guarantee its im- 
pregnability to feminine inva- 
sion. Six members of the local 
chapter are of the so-called 
weaker sex but manage to 
slough along in muddy cave 
passages, wade waist-deep in 
icy streams, and carry their 
own packs. 

“They're not along just to do 
the cooking,” said Frank Dahl- 
gren, president of the local 
group, with a grin, “but they 
do come in handy for typing 
up reports we make.” 

There is a lot of reporting 
to do for this is a year-round 
sport. The weather is always 
the same underground where 
the mean temperature is 60 de- 
grees, winter or summer. 
Groups make trips almost ev- 
ery weekend of the year, often 
to one of the two dozen caves 
in Meramec State Park. 

Recently they completed a 
large scale map of Fisher 
Cave, a copy of which has been 
placed in the lodge dining 
room there. The most detailed 
map of the cave yet made, it

includes not only the easily 
accessible passages but the 
ones too difficult for any but 
the most intrepid and experi- 
enced caver. 

Gregory (Tex) Yokum spear- 
headed the mapping expedi- 
tions that required hours spent 
with compass and measuring 
line and did the preliminary 
drafting. Earl (Biff) Biffle 
was responsible for the tedious 
and exacting final tracing. The 
map is dedicated to the late 
Hugh Dill, superintendent of 
Meramec State Park for many 
years, and a warm friend of 
the MMV members. 

More experienced members 
of the organization often act 


as guides for “Y” or Scout- | 


sponsored groups touring caves. 
They try to impress the groups 
with a sense of respect and 
conservation for the contents 
of caves, for the natural im- 
pulse of a visitor is to break 
off a souvenir from the fan- 
tastically beautiful, intricate 
formations without realizing 
they cannot be replaced. 


They also play host to spe- 
lunkers from other states, 
whose reaction is invariably 
amazement at the extent and 
beauty of our caves. 


Many of the caving trips are 
overnight affairs and call for 
camping equipment and de- 
tailed preparations ahead of 
time. The group took advan- 
tage of one three-day weekend 
to carry out one of their most 
ambitious expeditions. 

Carroll Cave, near Lake of 
the Ozarks, had challenged 
speleogolists for years. It had 
remained relatively unexplored

because of the tremendous size 
of the cave and difficulties en- 
countered getting enough 
equipment through the deep 
mud and water in its passages 
to support a working team for 
the length of time required 
to investigate and map the re- 
mote regions. 

Purpose of the three-day 
trip was to push back into 
the longest of the side pas- 
sages through which Thunder 
River flows, forming in some 
areas almost impassable water 
barriers where formations 
growing down from the low 
ceiling leave little head room 
for wading or floating. The ex- 
pedition was planned down to 
the last canteen of water. (De- 
spite the abundance of streams 
in caves, drinking water is a 
problem as the natural supply 
is considered unsafe.) 


The cavers left St. Louis on 
Thursday evening and arrived 
at the cave entrance late that 
night. They put up tents, un- 
rolled bedrolis, and slept. Fri- 
day morning, after a hearty 
breakfast over campfires, a par- 
ty of four started out, the rest 
of the group remaining near 
the entrance as a support 
group, available in case of em- 
ergency. 

The four carried on their 
backs and on the life raft, bed- 
rolis with dry clothing, an 
alcohol stove, mapping sup- 
plies, a flash camera, and food 
and water sufficient for three 
days. 

Progress was slow with these 
encumbrances but by 5 p.m. 
they had reached a dry level 
shelf above the river, three 
miles from the entrance, and 
there they set up camp.: A hot 
supper was cooked over the 
alcohol stove, wet clothing was 
exchanged for dry, and the 
weary .explorers crawled into 
their bedrolls, and slept 12 
hours. 

Next morning, leaving their 
camping gear, they entered the 
mile-long, muddy, winding 
passage they unanimously 
dubbed Hell’s Canyon. 

It was in this tortuous area 
that they were rewarded with 
a magnificent view revealed by 
flash and carbide lights — a 
roaring falls cascading into one 
of the largest underground 
lakes to be found locally. 
Poised high above the lake was 
a startling formation of snow- 
white flowstone, standing out 
against the dark walls of the 
room, 


“It was just like a guard- 
fan angel looking down on 
us,” one of the explorers said 
in describing it. “We called 
it The Angel, and it’s one of 


the most amazing formations 
I’ve ever seen.” 


At the farthest point they 
reached in the passage, a rock 
cairn was built to mark the ex- 
tent of their penetration. 

Chilled and tired, they re- 
turned to the camp that eve- 
ning, three miles inside the 
cave. 

After breakfast they broke 
camp, policed the area for pa- 
per and cans and dug a hole 
for refuse. It is a rule of a 
good caver that he leave the 
area as he found it. The trip 
out was faster than the trip in. 

After 60 hours underground 
the need for the sight of 
natural light, green grass, and 
the outside world is a con- 
suming one. 

They were met by the sup- 
port team and helped with 
equipment. One of the first 
questions asked was about the 
map. A quick search was made 
as they stepped out into the 
noonday sun. But the readings 
and sketches for the map were 
not to be found. It was a dis- 
mayed group that finally de- 
cided that in their haste they 
had buried the precious papers 
with the debris back at the 
camp site. 


John Cantwell, Notre Dame 
University calculus’ teacher, 
and John Ruprecht, a Lutheran 
ministerial student, who vol- 
unteered to return for the pa- 
pers, were the heroes of the 
expedition. Late that evening 
they returned bearing the 
maps. 

The MMV is proud of its 
safety record and credit this 
te strict enforcement of their 
safety rules:

Always carry three 
sources of light, carbide, 
flash, and candle, 
matches in a waterproof con- 
tainer. ;

They hope to counteract ad- 
verse publicity given spelunk- 
ing by several tragic accidents 
in other states. In each case, 
one or more of the above safe- 
ty rules had been violated. 

The organization has set 
some goals for the future. The 
immediate one is to explore 
and map all the caves in Mera- 
mec State Park; the long range 
goal to explore and map all 
caves in the state. 

Again the question: spelunk- 
ing, anyone?

ATHENS, Sept. 27 (AP). 

GREECE’S most popular ac- 
tress is playing the leading 
role in a real Greek tragedy— 
but not the kind written by 
Sophocles and Euripides. 

She’s Alice VouyouKlaki, 
brown-eyed, brunette and beau- 
tiful. And she has the role 
of Mary Weber, a blue-eyed 
blonde (also beautiful) who 60 
years ago leaped to her death 
from the top of the Parthenon 
in the mistaken belief that her 
lover had spurned her. He 
killed himself the next day. 

The movie is being filmed 
here on location with an all- 
Greek cast, headed by Miss 
Vouyouklaki. 


The tragic story of Mary 
Weber should give the versa- 
tile Miss Vouyouklaki a

| The New Films 


IN THESE DAYS when most war pictures make war and 
its horror play second fiddle to some romance, comedy situa- 
tion or personal dramatic conflict involved, it is good to see a 
picture which sticks straightforwardly to the grimness and 


reality of conflict. This is “DUNKIRK,” at the ORPHEUM, 


an English film produced by Michael Balcon, which gives a vivid, - 


lucid and vastly comprehensive and honest picture of the hell, 
the chaos and courage in the great evacuation from the beaches 


of Dunkirk in 1940 after the Germans split the Allies in a 


stunning defeat. 


It has some bitterly introspective things to say about the 
causes of the defeat—stupidity in high places, public com- 
placency, civilian apathy. But it also draws some heartening 
conclusions—that the mighty effort needed to take off 340,000 
soldiers in small boats under a rain of bombs brought out the 
best in the British, that the shock of the defeat welded them 
together, and they no longer were civilians and soldiers, but 
just people. 

Scripters David Divine and W. P. Lipscomb, to humanize 
the vast event, have created some fictional characters, typical 
of soldiers and civilians. John Mills is a simple corporal, at 
first afraid of authority but sturdily doing his duty, who brings 
back a patrol just a step ahead of the Germans after blowing 
up a bridge. Bernard Lee is a journalist deeply disturbed by 
complacency and an official tendency to gloss over weaknesses, 
who is determined to do something about it and dies on the 
beach at Dunkirk from a machine gun bullet after his small 
boat is sunk in the rescue operation. Richard Attenborough is 
a@ garage owner, shirking and smug in his efforts to stay aloof 
“from this awful war” who is finally shamed into taking his 
boat across in the rescue operation after it had been seized 
because he tried to escape registering it. 


The vast scenes (actually taken on Sussex beaches) showing 
thousands of soldiers crouching on the sand dunes under a 
constant rain of bombs and bullets, long lines wading out to 
the small boats, boats exploding and catching fire as the 
soldiers desperately scrambled off, the screams of the wounded, 
are overpoweringly and horrifyingly real. 

“Dunkirk” is a war picture of stature.

MANY European stars are 
baffled by the Hollywood pub- 
licity system and Maria Schell 
is no exception. 

“The relationship of actors 
and the public via the screen is 
the same,” she said, “but the 
communication of actors and 
public via publicity seems 
decadent. There are many 
names who are stars in the 
newspapers, but I haven't seen 
them in movies for years.”

Women’ s H eadaches 


NEW YORK, Sept. 27 (UPD. 
THIS PROBABLY will come as a blow to the male.of 
the species, but it is mostly worry over money and kids

So reports a researcher, after talking to 6500 women 
on a subject which long has bothered medical science-— 
the “why” of throbbing temples. 

Marguerite Rittenhouse, whose doctorate is in business 
administration and not medicine, made the study among 
housewives in ufban and suburban parts of the nation. 

Only 3 per cent of the women reported complete free- 
dom from headache. And most of the victims said they 
are the worrying kind—35 per cent of them fretting over 
money, another 35 per cent over the kids. 


Only 10 per cent blamed headaches on hus- 
bands, and here the problem seemed to be the 
family argument rather than the “other woman,” 
Another 10 per cent blamed noise of their own 
children and only rarely the noise of neighbors, 
traffic and factories. Other headache causers were 
health, jobs and friends. 


MISS RITTENHOUSE, who holds a Ph. D. from the 
graduate school of business administration at New York ° 
University and teaches marketing at Fordham University, 
said- thé questionnaires showed women in Suburbia are 
more frequent headache victims than their sisters in cities. 
Women .24 years and younger seem to have more head- 
aches from fatigue and worry than older women; and de- 
velop them during the day or evening. The older women 
are moré likely to wake up with headaches. 


The women were asked whether they consid- 
ered themselves perfectionists. “Not any more,” 
said one. “I clean house good,” said another. In 
all, the researcher concluded the perfectionist 
type on the most apedoties. 


> “THE RITTENHOUSE STUDY showed’ the women’s 


sense of humor intact, even if their heads hurt,

asked what she believed caysed her headaches. 

“It's my own nasty disposition,” said another. “Raising 
whoopee,” replied a third.

For years, big corporations have been scrutinizing wives 
as carefully as husbands when-hiring or promoting. But it's 
been on an informal, invite-her-to-dinner-and-see-if-she-uses- 


the-right-fork basis. 


The organization woman has 
now come into her own. 

Richardson, Bellows & Hen- 
ry, a New York management 
consultant firm, is now giving 
a series of psychological, per- 
sonality and intelligence tests 
to wives of clients’ prospective 
employes, The corporation wife 
of the future can expect to be 
probed, measured and scien- 
tifically evaluated, just as is 
her husband. 

Tests are being given to 
wives of overseas employes of 
a large United States firm; in 
the future, R. B. & H. expects 
to extend the service to em- 
ployers in this country. 


First of all, the wife is asked 
to fill out a complete personal 
history—she does this at home 
—listing impressive incidents 
of her childhood, what adults 
she admired and why, finishing 
with her ambitions for her 
family, and a list of the books 


and magazines she reads. 


On the basis of this, she 
has an interview “in depth” 
with a psychologist, to fit the 
pieces together. 


After this she gets an oral 
intelligence test, and a Ror- 
schach. This standard, ink- 
blot psychological test is used 
in this instance to show up 
“depth and strength of per- 
sonality, creativity.” Of course, 
if the poor girl belongs in a 
bobby hatch instead of the cor- 
porate community, the test will 
show that, too. 


In between, there’s paper- 
work. A mechanical compre- 
hension test, a breadth of 
information test (Botticelli, 
vermicelli, El Greco, Van 
Gogh—which one doesn’t be- 
long?),. a critical thinking 
appraisal test (read a para- 
graph, then answer questions 
about it), a non-verbal rea- 
soning test (sort out squares 
and blocks). 

There’s a vocational inter- 
est test — would you rather 
collect butterflies, pieces of 
different kinds of wood or 
signatures of famous people?

owners each month, there is. a 
lack of knowledge about this 
field.” 

Riehl said there are many 
legitimate exterminator firms 
which have years of experi 
ence, and which back their 
work with guarantees. “As in 
some other businesses, how- 
ever, there are also some 
‘itinerant operators who make 
‘false claims and whose tactics 
| are questionable,” he warned. 

The bureau suggests that} 
‘homeowners can be sure 
they’re getting the service they 
need and desire if they 
observe the following rules: 

1. Be wary of those who 
knock competitors. 

2. If you're told your house 
is about to collapse due to 
termites, it may be a “scare” 
tactic. A delay of a few weeks

A family cure for shyness

In my large Italian family, I was called “the shy one.” 
In fact, I was so shy as a youngster that despite my love 
for music, I could never imagine myself even studying 
voice. Instead, I would stand outside the door where 
my sister practiced her scales and marvel at her 
courage. | 

Then one day my teacher lured me into joining my 
sister in a duet. I was so carried away by the music that 
I-sang without realizing it. Did that cure me of my 
shyness? Of course not. That little duet, however, did 
at least encourage me to study voice. Yet I didn’t have 
the courage to face the teacher as I sang. I always stood 
behind her. 

One day all of us children were supposed to perform 
for our father’s birthday. I was in a panic. How could 
I -— even among my family — face them and sing? I 
couldn’t, I decided. So when my turn came that night 
at our little celebration, I stood up and sang my aria — 
with my face to the wall. 

When I finished, I turned around and faced my 


father. His eyes were filled with tears. He knew how 
difficult that had been for me, “the shy one,” and he 
hugged me for it. It was, he said, a most marvelous 


~ birthday gift and he would always cherish the memory 


of it. 

From that evening on, I faced an audience when- 
ever I sang — even if it consisted only of my singing 
teacher. For I had learned at my father’s birthday party 
that such extreme shyness is really a form of selfish- 
ness. I have never forgotten the joy that shone in my 


father’s eyes when I stood there and sang just for him. 


Why, I thought later, didn’t I try just a little more that 
night and sing directly to him with all the love I held 
for him in my heart? 

Four years later my father took me to Milan where 
I began my study of voice seriously. Not long after- 
ward he died. I have many memories of him, but the 
dearest is the happy look he had on his face that birth- 
day evening — the night I learned that making others 
happy is the best cure for shyness. 2

But at 24, he can’t stop

NE RECENT PALM SPRINGS evening Pat Boone's 
O wife Shirley was discussing show business with 
her husband's idol, Bing Crosby. 

A small, forthright Tennessee girl of 24 with a no- 
nonsense attitude about her, Shirley asked Bing, “How 
long do.you think it'll be before I can get my husband 
back? Before I can get him to sit down with his family 
and watch a television program like a normal human 
being?” ‘ 

The veteran crooner cocked his capped head to one 
side, pulled tentatively at his right earlobe as if this 
would trigger his thinking process, then answered, 
laconically, “In about 25 or 30 years.” 

Shirley Boone’s concern is understandable. Even 
though she has given her husband four daughters in 
the five years of their marriage, Shirley is nagged by 
the omnipresent fear that gradually and inexorably she 
is losing her husband to the public. 

There is substantial evidence to support this fear. 
In the past few years singer Charles Eugene “Pat” 
Boone, also 24, has become a greatly-admired, multi- 
faceted phenomenon of show busine$s: 

e His Dot records have sold more than 18 million 
copies, bringing him $1,000,000 in royalties. 

@ His three 20th Century-Fox motion pictures (Ber- 
nardine, April Love and Mardi Gras) will gross an 
estimated $15,000,000. Boone’s share will approach 
$300,000. 

© His weekly Pat Boone Chevy Showroom (ABC- 
TV), owned by his Cooga-Mooga Production Com- 
pany, brings him $50,000 a week of which he nets 
$10,000. 

® Personal appearances and guest shots on other TV 
shows are good for an annual $200,000. 

© In addition, Pat owns two music publishing com- 
panies; the Pat Boone Country Inn, a top restaurant 
in Denton, Tex.; oil wells throughout the southwest; 
three homes, one each in Denton, Tex., Leonia, N.J., 
and Teaneck, N.J. He also is ready to embark on the 
“merchandising game,” which means lending his name 
for a royalty payment to such products as Pat Boone 
ukuleles, white buckskin shoes (his trademark ), 
T-Shirts, sweaters. 


The Potential ts Limitless

A while back when Pat was playing a theater in 
Salisbury, Mass., he was anxious to break the house 
record, established by the McGuire Sisters. He at- 
tracted tremendous business the first four days, and it 
looked as if a new box-office record was inevitable. 
Then a weekend of continuous rain reduced attend- 
ance. A young man of usual aplomb and calmness, 
Pat was upset. His obvious disappointment annoyed- 
his wife. “What difference does it make?” she asked 
sweetly. “So you don’t break the record.” 

“What difference does it make?” Pat repeated. “I’m 
booked in here on a percentage, and it means $2,000 
to $3,000 less for us.” 

“So what?” Shirley insisted. 


He Hasn't Forgotten 


“So what?” Pat exploded. “A few years ago in 
Denton, I worked all year to make $2,800. How can 
you forget so quickly?” 

Shirley Boone smiled. “You know, Pat,” she said 
softly, “I haven’t forgotten it at all. When you were 


earning $44.50 a week and I was pregnant with ° 


Cheryl, and you were going to college at North Texas 
State, and we hardly had any money, I think I was 
happiest then. I haven’t forgotten at all.” 

When a young man’s income zooms from $2,800 
to $1,000,000 a year, an explanation is in order. 
People want to know why and how. In Pat Boone’s 
case, they want to know even more. Is his sensational 
singing success deserved or accidental? How come 
teenagers everywhere have voted this clean-cut, chest- 
nut-haired baritone the nation’s All-American boy? 
Why does a TV critic like John Crosby, who frequently 
dips his words in sulphuric acid before using, declare 
that criticizing Pat Boone is akin to coming out against 
motherhood, hot dogs, and ice cream? 

Is it all a phony buildup manipulated by razor- 
sharp press agents, or is Pat Boone the boyish, impec- 
cable paragon his admirers claim he is? 

Rudy Vallee, the troubador who appealed so widely 
to women in 1929, believes Boone owes his singing 
success “to the very simple and natural way he sings, 
which is very much as I sing.” Bing Crosby's explana- 
tion is that “Pat is the best of the young singers be- 
cause his voice is pleasant and relaxed, and so is his 


- personality.” Perry Como thinks “Pat has a charming 


personality and a charming voice. He projects the fact 
that he’s basically a very nice young guy.” Frank 
Sinatra declares “Pat is the best of the new singers.” 

Jerry Wald, 20th Century-Fox producer, says, 
“Boone happens to be one of the few genuinely nice 
guys in this dog-eat-dog business. He is not a profes- 
sional nice guy. He is a real nice guy and his niceness 
shines through. It comes across on the TV screen, on 


the movie screen and on records. Fortunately for him, 
he came on the show-business scene exactly at the 
right time: when there was a growing reaction against 
Elvis Presley. Pat happened to be the other side of 
the coin. He proved to parents, teachers, pastors and 
even the teenagers themselves that they could go for 
a singer who was upstanding, decent and moral. To 
the teenagers Pat Boone is Sir Galahad.” 

How does Pat Boone regard himself? ; 

With surprising insight, he says, “The first super- 
ficial impression I give is of being a nice, sincere, 
pleasant, congenial fellow. That's the impression most 
interviewers take away with them, and that’s how all 
those stories of how perfect I’m supposed to be have 
gotten around. 

“The truth is that I'm dull and uninteresting. | 
never do anything that’s particularly exciting except 
work, which excites me. I've been singing for a living 
since I was 14 and only recently have I had any sing- 
ing lessons. (His teacher, surprisingly, is the noted 
U.S. composer, Gian-Carlo Menotti. ) 

“My personal life is completely colorless. 1 don't 
climb mountains, I don’t chase women, I have no 
fascinating hobbies except my four daughters. I'm 
terribly in love with my wife, and I’m pretty religious. 
I’m a member in good standing of the Church of 
Christ, a group to which my parents also belong. | 
preach occasionally and I lead the choir, but I don’t 
think that makes me very special.” 

Incidentally, Pat is the only young singer of note in 
show business who is a college graduate. He was gradu- 
ated from Columbia University this past June, a major 
in speech, magna cum laude. 

“The key to what makes me run, why I'm ambitious 
and why I like to work, is my desire for security,” Pat 
says. “I know that money doesn’t bring happiness. 
But somehow, I’ve just got to have security for myself 
and the children. I guess the whole answer to my be- 
havior pattern and personality can be found in my 
youth. My family wasn't poverty stricken, but I guess 
you could call us poor. Having no money is probably 
the greatest incentive any kid can have.” 


No Family Car 


Pat Boone was born in Jacksonville, Fla., on June 
1, 1934, the first of four children to make life event- 
ful for nurse Margaret and building contractor Archie 
Boone. He was called Pat because his parents were 
hoping for a daughter to be named Patricia. 

Before Pat was two, his father, a descendant of 
Daniel Boone, moved Pat and his 1-year-old brother, 
Nicky, to Nashville, Tenn. There, Archie Boone 
bought 10 acres of land south of the city, a cow and 
some chickens to supply food for his growing family, 
and set up shop. The building business was none too 
good, and Pat recalls poignantly that money in the 
family was hard to come by. 


“We didn’t have a car,” he says, “like other families 
in Nashville. We used to ride around in a pick-up 
truck, and I remember how I used to keep begging 
and pleading with Daddy to buy a car, any kind of a 
car. My constant pleas embarrassed him, but children 
by nature are such conformists. They want.so desper- 
ately to belong, to conform with the group. Daddy 
used to explain that he didn’t have enough for a car, 
and I remember how after every explanation I used to 
feel sad and ashamed. That’s probably when I became 
imbued with the drive for financial security in life. 

“When I was in high school I was always careful 
about my clothes. I leved nice clothes. They made me 
feel equal to everyone else. Practically everything | 
earned I spent on clothes. 

“To show you how much clothes meant to me, how 
much they represented a popularity and success sym- 
bol, I got involved with a bunch of high-school ‘guys 
one Christmas and went shoplifting. We went from 
one store to another, taking a shirt here, a tie there, 
socks here, and so forth. After it was over, my con- 


~ science ached. I made a list of everything I had lifted, 


how much each item cost and I went to Mac Craig, our 
principal at David Lipscomb High. I told him what 
I'd done, and I gave him the money to pay for the 
articles. He was a wonderful, understanding man. He 
sent the money to each store saying, “This is from a 
guilt-stricken anonymous shoplifter.’ ” 

Boone doesn't mind revealing this adventure, “be- 
cause it shows I’m just about as human as everyone 
else. All this stuff about. my not smoking, not drinking, 
going to church two or three tunes a week; sure it’s 
true, but it doesn’t make me an angel like some of 
these publicity guys would have you believe. I have 
weaknesses just like everyone else, and strengths, too.”

He does what his conscience tells him to do 


The fact that he always has been 
popular (in high school he was student- 
body president), Pat attributes to in- 
heriting his father’s unruffled tempera- 
ment. His honesty and sincerity are fur- 
ther heritages from his religious parents 
who raised him “always to do what your 
conscience tells you to do:” 

Last year when Pat was making April 
Love with actress Shirley Jones, the 
script called for him to kiss her. Pat 
told studio officials it was against his 


_ principles. 


Says one executive, “At first I thought 
the guy was kidding. Then I thought it 
was a great publicity gag. Then I dis- 
covered the kid really meant it. He 
wasn't going to kiss any girl but his 
wife. There was nothing we could do. 
Now he just hugs his leading ladies.” 

A most revealing example of Boone’s 
independence occurred in 1953. He 
eloped with Shirley Foley, a high-school 
sweetheart and daughter of Red Foley, 
one of the best of the country music 
singers in the South. Both families were 


against the marriage. “We just didn't 


think that at 19-Pat could support a 
wife and continue his education,” says 
his mother. Pat was sure he could. He'd 
worked as an emcee on station WSIX 
in Nashville; he’d been a three-time 
winner on Ted Mack's Amateur Hour 
in New York. 


He Went to College 


He took his young bride to Denton, 
where he enrolled as a freshman in 
North Texas State College. It was 
then that he got his $44.50-a-week job 
at Fort Worth’s WBAP-TV station. 

Presently he won first prize on 
Arthur Godfrey's Talent Scouts in New 
York. But he returned to Texas deter- 
mined to finish his education. He ex- 


ss) 


pected to become either a teacher or a 
minister. 

At this time Hugh Cherry, a Nash- 
ville disc jockey, tried selling him to a 
record company. Cherry called Randy 
Wood, in charge of Dot Records (re- 
cently sold by Wood to Paramount Pic- 
tures for $3 million). Wood agreed to 
give Pat a chance, “when we find the 
right song for you.” 

Eight months later Randy Wood in- 
sisted that Pat Boone come to Chicago 
and record a rock ‘n’ roll song. 


The Right Song 


“Up until then,” Boone declares, “I'd 
sung only ballads. I didn’t understand 
rock ‘n’ roll, and I though Randy was 
nuts. I spent a whole day in a Chicago 
hotel room listening to rock ‘n’ roll and 
trying to understand it. Next day after 
six hours of trying to record Two Hearts 
and Two Kisses, Randy jumped up on 
the twenty-second take and said, “That's 
it." He sure was right.” 

Soon other recordings followed: 
Ain't That a Shame, At My Front Door, 
Tutti-Frutti, Love Letters in the Sand. 
Arthur Godfrey sent for Pat to come to 
New York a3 a regular member of his 
TV family. By then the father of two 
girls, a young Pat came and conquered. 

Where does he go from here? Pat 
doesn’t know. His wife feels he’s on a 
treadmill he can’t get off. 

“If I asked him to quit,” Shirle 
Boone says, “I know he loves me enough 
to chuck it all. But I just don’t have the 
heart. Pat’s worked hard for success, 
and he’s enjoying it. But my daddy was 
successful, too, and I know sensational 
success has a strange way of becoming 
a monster and shutting out a man from 
his family. Each night I pray that it 
won't happen to us.” 8

Mickey Mantle... Whitey Ford...Bob Turley. 
These will be some of the nation’s matinee idols this 
week as America’s favorite melodrama — the World 
Series — comes on stage to captivate millions. Wait- 
ing in the wings will be the 10 players you see oppo- 
site — picked for PARADE by over 600 baseball writ- 
ers as the most likely big league idols of tomorrow. 
Our second annual parape All-Star minor league 
team, this 10-man squad was picked by the National 
Association of Baseball Writers, newspapermen who 
watch baseball from the big leagues down to Class D. 

Solid proof that the writers can spot talent: Seven * 
of the 10 members of last year’s team spent most of '5 8 
in the majors. And two have already made stardom: 
Yankee outfielder Norm Siebern, Milwaukee pitcher 
Carlton Willey. 

The big leaguers of tomorrow played this season in 
the three top minors: Pacific Coast, International and 
American Association. The writers also picked one 
player, Nashville's Jim O'Toole, for pARADE’s Achieve- 
ment Award (p. 2). In addition, they selected two 
other teams Copp. p.) as the best in lower minor 
leagues — most of whom will be “big leaguers of the 
day after tomorrow.” g 

You, the fans, were not overlooked. As part of the 
voting, Minor League president George- Trautman 
picked the “all-star minor league fans.” Winners: the 
followers of the Buffalo Bisons, who set an Interna- 
tional League attendance record for a last-place club. 

| Looking over the players, you'll see two familiar 
names: Jack Dittmer, 30, with the Braves five years, 
and Rocky Nelson, 33, who had brief shots with sev- 
eral big league teams. Dittmer, the writers think, has 
found his hitting eye. And almost everybody believes 
Nelson, after a phenomenal year at Toronto, finally 
has the confidence he needs for the Big Show. 

All the rest have spent less than a year in the majors. 
Will they make it in 1959? Inspect their credentials 
on the opposite page and decide for yourself.

By the rules of the game, these 50 to

Their teacher is a TAPE: 


These children are pioneers who learn through 


earphones. Their success may change your school 


by SID ROSS and ED KIESTER 


ST. JOSEPH, MO. 
IF TY-FoUR bright-faced sixth-graders 
here begin their school day by eagerly 
slipping lightweight earphones into place 
and plugging the trailing wires into the 
floor. Up front their teacher, Sister Rene 
of the Order of St. Benedict, fiddles at her 
“desk” — a chest-high console of lights, 
buttons and dials. 

Then she flicks a switch. Childish chat- 
ter dies away. A reel of recording tape 
begins to unwind. Through the earphones 
crackles the day’s history lesson: Sister 
Rene’s voice saying, “Class, have you ever 
taken a long trip by car?” 

For 15 minutes the lesson will go on 
until the earphones are removed, and dis- 
cussion begins. And all day long, students 
at St. Joseph Cathedral School will be 
alternately “on the air” and off in one of 
the most revolutionary — and startlingly 
successful —- experiments in U.S. schools 
today. 


Electronics Meets Education 


At its heart is a unique wedding of 
modern science and traditional education: 
teaching by tape recorder. The brainchild 
of a tall, gentle nun named Sister Mary 
Theresa Brentano, tape teaching attacks 
directly some of the most pressing prob- 
lems of American education. 


Educators everywhere are watching the 
experiment closely. At one sweep, it at- 
tempts to offset the classroom jam, ease 
the teacher shortage and step up the qual- 
ity of learning. Most important, tape 
teaching tties to solve the problem facing 
teachers in every school: how to race 
ahead with bright young minds without 
befuddling the slow; how to work closely 
with the slow and still keep from boring 
the bright. 


A Faculty At Her Fingertips 


Sister Rene’s battery of electronic gear 
serves her as a whole staff of assistants. 
Four tapes can be played simultaneously. 
A flip of a switch pipes one lesson to 
bright students, another to the average 
and another to slow learners. While one- 
third of the class is “on tape,” immune to 
distraction, the other two-thirds can hold 
a discussion. When a student wigwags for 
attention, Sister Rene can speak to him 
alone through an intercom. When a stu- 
dent is lagging behind, he can be tuned 
into a special “make-up” tape that no one 
else hears. 

Sister Rene — and other teachers using 
“tape teaching” — are literally three 
teachers in one. 

St. Joseph School now has five class- 
rooms wired for sound, and is one of 16

Catholic elementary schools trying out 
“tape teaching.” (Others ‘are in Louisi- 
ana, Texas, Kentucky and Kansas. ) The 
experiment now is in its fifth year. A 
few bugs remain to be ironed out, but here 
at St. Joseph it already has produced re- 
sults like these: — 
e Sixth-graders taught by tape last year 
raced at least a half-year ahead of ex- 
pected achievement in every subject, aver- 
aged two and a half years ahead in geog- 
raphy and history. 
e Third-graders averaged five months 
ahead of expected gains, scored at mid- 
fifth grade level in science. 
e Slow learners have perked up: one boy 
zipped through three years’ work in 10 
months (thanks to “remedial” tapes) and 
also blossomed as a personality: 
e Bright students have been challenged 
—— often for the first time — and so have 
teachers. “You really have to be on your 
toes with tape,” says third-grade teacher 
Sister Seraphine. 
e Attendance has picked up astonish- 
ingly. Unexplained one-day absences have 
vanished. 
e Kids love it. Reported one third-grade 
boy: “Electronics is more fun than TV.” 
“Fun” for the students is a dividend, 
not the aim of the experiment. Sister 
Rene, Sister Seraphine and other teachers 
report students are more interested in 
school, more stimulated to work, more 
alert. The students echo their teachers. 


“School’s Exciting Now” 


“I like school better now,” says sixth- 
grader Elizabeth Sutherland. “It’s excit- 
ing. On the tapes, Sister seems to be talk- 
ing right to you. It sticks in your mind 
better. And after you go off the tapes, 
Sister has more time to spend with you.” 

“You work harder,” chimes in classmate 
Raymond Miner, “and you go faster. But 
you understand it better. My grades have 
gone up. And my folks! They think elec- 
tronics is swell.” 

In outline, tape teaching sounds like a 
modern twist on the old-fangled one-way 
method of teaching, in which Teacher 
droned on and on and students either 
listened or fell asleep. Some modern teach- 
ers and parents — though aware of the 
problems tape teaching tries to solve — 
would regard it as a setback, not an ad- 
vance, for education. 

In practice, however, tape teaching 
works the other way. Sister Rene has more 
time for discussion, more time for ques- 
tions, more time for individual help. No 
student spends more than 15 to 20 min- 
utes an hour with headset on. But that 15 
to 20 minutes is the core of the day. 

Sister Rene’s children are divided, for 
each subject, into three groups: fast

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TAPE TEACHING continued 


In spite of gadgetry, children and teacher are closer than ever 


learners, average, slow. Group lines are 
not rigid: one boy is in Group I for his- 
tory, geography and science, in Group Il 
for English and arithmetic; and he has 
switched back and forth several times. 

For each group in each subject, there is 
a daily tape lesson, geared to group pace. 
But before the tape begins to whirl, Sister 
Rene preps the students with a short dis- 
cussion. When the tape ends, she is there 
to pick up the discussion again. 

Usually, two of the three groups are 
“on tape.” Headsets weigh only a few 
ounces, look much like a doctor's stetho- 
scope (see photos). Under each desk is 
a floor switchplate with two outlets. Con- 
necting wires are concealed; there is noth- 
ing to trip over, no gadgetry to get in the 
way. So unconscious are students of their 
headsets that often someone will leave his 
seat while still “plugged in.” The result is 
a quick snap of the neck, a sharp clatter 
and a general horse laugh. 

With headsets in place, outside noises 
are shut out, and students listen with ob- 
vious interest. When Sister. Rene asks a 
question on tape, heads nod unconsciously 
and lips frame an answer. Recently, in a 
geography discussion of Australia’s bush- 
men, she mentioned that an item of their 
diet was live worms. There was a spon- 
taneous, and heartfelt, “Ugh.” 


The Nun’s Story 


On tape, Sister Rene’s voice is not at 
all impersonal, but warm, direct, almost 
confidential. Occasionally, her “live” voice 
will cut across her “canned” voice with a 
question or a response to a student's raised 
hand. Through her array of switching 
gear, Sister Rene can keep close tabs on 
her students and give help instantly where 
it is needed. 

It was such universal teaching prob- 
lems as these that Sister Theresa set out 
to solve when she first thought of binding 
teacher and students electronically. Sister 
Theresa is a visionary who has devoted 
her life to bettering education. She holds 
a Phi Beta Kappa key, won the first doc- 
tor’s degree in English ever granted at the 
University of Kansas, then edited English 
textbooks for Catholic University. 

The turning -point in Sister Theresa’s 
career was her transfer to the Benedictine 
Academy at- Covington, La. There she 
found traditional teaching methods lacked 
something. She found parents equally 
concerned. . 

While studying foreign languages, Sis- 
ter Theresa had seen how effective tape 
recording could be. Why, she reasoned, 
couldn’t tape be the bridge of communi- 
cation between teacher and pupil in other 
subjects? With the germ of an idea, she 
went to Ray Toups, an engineer with 
radio station WWL, New Orleans. It took

more than a year for her and Toups to 
work out a practical system, cémplete with 
intercom. But when it was first tried, at 
the St. Scholastica Academy in Covington, 
results were sensational. 

When. 25 elementary students were 
given a month's pilot test, they averaged 
a 5.7 months’ gain in spelling and a 6.8 
months’ gain in reading, measured by 
standard tests. In a later test, 100 students 
took a fully-tape-taught curriculum; only 
one did not show the expected 10 months’ 
gain in every subject, and nearly two- 
thirds gained more than two years. 

The Fund for the Advancement of Edu- 
cation has given the experiment two 
grants, and the Order set up a “tape insti- 
tute” which Sister Theresa heads, at Mt. 
St. Scholastica College, in Atchison, Kan., 
near here. The experiment is spreading 
through the Order's schools. Covington 
now has a new school built around tape 
teaching, in which students work in air- 
conditioned, soundproofed, electronically- 
equipped booths. 


ironing Out the Wrinkies 


Meanwhile work goes on to iron out the 
wrinkles. At St. Joseph and elsewhere, 
tape teaching has been more successful in 
some subjects than in others. And teachers 
must be trained to keep their pace slow 
instead of speedy, as they did in the early 
days. Then there -is the problem of re- 
orienting teachers to become “tapeworms,” 
instead of “bookworms.” 

And, like television, tape teaching eats 
up material at an alarming rate. Sister 


Rene, for instance, must spend several 
hours each night recording tapes for the 
next day. She must work out three differ- 
ent approaches to the same material, or- 
ganize her program more tightly, select 
from ‘a number of books, 


Tomorrow's Classroom Today? 


Sister Theresa does not think this is a 
complete drawback. In tape teaching, she 
points out, a teacher must be in much 
closer touch with her class — everyone 
in her class. 

Sister Rene admits she had doubts 
when the experiment first began. “I 
thought I'd lose contact with. my pupils,” 
she says. “But I've found I can do more in 
the 15 minutes after tape than I could in 
the old 45-minute subject period. The re- 
lationship actually is more intimate now.” 

So far, tape teaching has not been tried 
in any public schools. Confronted with the 
same problems, schools have experimented 
with various solutions: assistant teachers, 
clerical help, educational television — 
and simply more teachers. Tape teaching, 
its advocates feel, achieves at least as good 
results, and may be less costly. To equip a 
classroom for tape teaching costs $3,000 
more (even Covington’s special classroom 
cost only $8,000 more) and equipment 
has a long life. 

From all these experiments, many edu- 
cators are convinced, a new type of teach- 
ing will come, tailored by the advances of

classroom of tomorrow may be foretold by
